When I firft faw the Diary, I prc- 
fently concluded (and fo I told fome particular Friends) that 
I thought it ought not to be printed, for fome reafons that I 
then gave, and I find, that I have no reafon to alter that opi- 
nion fince I have had the ufe of the Life, which is (for the 
main) both more exa^l, and of gf eater value and fatisfadlion. 
I fhall fay nothing more, unlefs it be to acquaint the Reader, 
that the Earl of Oxford (when he was only Lord Harley) 
had * the Diary from Mr. Anilis (now Garter principal Xing 
of Arms) who gave it him in the year 171 2, and that Mr. 
Anflis received it from Mr, Dale the Herald many years fince, 
in exchange for fevcral original Letters of Mr. Wood's to Sir 
Peter Pctt, the King*8 Advocate general for the Kingdome of 
Ireland, which he bought at the Sale of his Books. The 
Letters were moflly about his method of defending himfelf * 
againfl the profecution in the Vice-Chancellour's Court, and 
defiring his advice, and he is very forry, that he did not take 
Copies of them.

Armes and Pedegre, and to have them entred into 
their Books; but he, forfooth, pleading the Pri- 
vilege of the Univerfity, or that he was a Privi- 
leged pcrfon, and fo confequently exempted, as 
he pretended (but falfe) e curia Marifchalli^ he did 
not appeare in his owne behalf, tho' he did in the 
behalf of the Petties of Tetfworth, and entred> 
what he knew of that Family, the Armes, Mat- 
ches, and Iflue of three or more Defcents, being 
dcfired fo to do by Maximilian Pettic, who gave 
him the Fees, and he * the Heralds. It was after- 
wards to Mr. A. Wood, when he came to under- 
ftand thofe things, a great trouble to him, that 
his Father did not enter three or more Defcents of 
his owne Familie, which he had then [been] bet- 
ter able to doe, than thofe of the Familie of his 
Wife (Pettie.)

Aug. I. A Fine of 30^'. was fet by the Warden and Fcl- 
lowcs of Merton Coll. when his Father renewed 
his Leafc of the old Scone-houfe, wherein his fon 
A. Wood was borne (called antiently Portionifts 
or Poftmafters hall) for 40 yeares, and for a com- 
mon Inn called the Flowr de Luce, fituat and be- 
ing in the Parilh of St. Martin ad ^adrivium in 
OxofT. (which Inn his Father had bought of Rich, 
Theed, Gent, on the eleventh of Sept. 14.

Bom. 1616.) and at the fame time a Leafe of the 
Garden, oppofite to S. Alban's hall, was let to 
bis Father for 27 yeares.

ceived, of fomc of the Fellowes of the faid Coll. 
who ufually frequented his Father's houfe. One 
John Maylard, Fellow of the faid Coll. was then, 
or at leaft lately, the Mafter (afterwards Reftor of 
Stanton S. John neare Oxon.) and after him fuc- 
ceeded Job, Davys, one of the Chaplaynes of the 
faid Houfe, whome he well remembers to be * a 
quiet man. 

His Grandmother Penelopie, the Widdow of Nov. 
C^t. Rob. Pettic or Le Petite Gent, (his Mother's 
Father) died with greif at or neare Charlemount 
in Ireland, the Seat of her Nephew William Vif- 
count Caulfield, occafion'd by the barbarous ufuage 
of her intimate acquaintance (but a bigotted Pa- 
pift) S'. Philim O Neale, who afted the part of an 
Arch -Tray tor and Rebell, when the grand rebel- 
lion broke out in that Kingdome 23. Odober 1 641. 
This Penelopie was daughter of Richard Taverner, 
Lord of Wood-Eaton in Oxfordfhire, by his fecond 
Wife, Mary, dau. of S\ John Harcourt, K^ of 
the antient and noble Family of the Harcourts of 
Stanton Harcourt in the faid Countie. She was 
borne at Wood-Eaton in the beginning of Sept. 
15669 and when fhee was about 21 yeares of age 
(being then a moft comlie and proper perfon, as 
moft of the Taverncrs were then, and in after 
dines, fome of whome he does remember) fhee 
was married to his Grand-father Robert Petde be- 
fore mention'd, then Lord of Wyfald or Wiveold,

who had lately been taken from the Free-fchool at 
Thame, left Oxon. in order to goe to France with 
Charles Dufore of * Montillet, a kind of a Mer- 
chant at Bloys. After he was fetled there, the faid 
Charles was to fend his Son Dennis to Oxon. to 
live with Robert's Father by way of Exchange for 
Robert, but the Troubles in England foon after 
following, Charles Dufore reftifed to fend his Son. 
Wherefore Rob. Wood continuing at Bloys, and 
in other places in the Kingdomc of France, till the 
beginning of 1647 (at which time he was neare 17 
yeares of age) he returned to his native place of 
Oxon. but had utterlie forgotten his Mother 
tongue, which was a great Trouble to his Brethren 
to make him underftand what they fpoke to him.

Upon the publication of his Majeftic's Procia- Aug, 
mation, for the fuppreffing of the Rebellion under 



and relates a Story of his Behaviour in the 2d Vol. of th^ 
Fafti^ Col. t^. laft Edit, which, without fomc further expla- 
nation, is fcarcely to be credited. 

Mr. Ward in his Lives of the Grefliam Profcflbrs has given 
us a much more favourable Idea of this Gentleman, wh«, as 
may be colledled from both Accounts, was the Son of Rob. 
Button of Biihopfton in Wiltfhire. He was entered at Exeter 
College where he made fo great a progrefs in Learning that, 
having taken the Degree of B. A. he was recommended by 
Dr. Prideaux the Redlor to Sir Nath. Brent Warden of Mcr- 
ton College to Hand for a fellow/hip there, and was elefted, 
with eleven others, probationer Fellow of that Society in the 
Year 1633. He became a noted tutor in his College j and had, 
among others, that famous Linguift Zachary Bogan for his 
Pupil. Upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he left 
Oxford and refided in London, and in 1 643 was eleded Geo- 
metry ProfefTor in Grcfham College. He was appointed 
with Mr. Jofhua CrofTe, then ProfefTor of Law in Grefliam 
College, one of the Delegates for the Afliftance and Informa- 
tion of the Vifitors at Oxford, to which place he attended 
them Oft. 11. 1647. When the Earl of Pembroke made his 
public Entry as Chancellor, Mr. Button, being one of the 
Prodors el eft, not in the regular ftatutable Way, but by the 
interpofition of the Parliament, received him at Merton 
College with a Latin Oration. The Office ol Proftor requi- 
ring Mr. Button's attendance at Oxford, he refigned his Pro- 
feflbrihip at Grelham College June 1 3***. of that Year. Upon 
the 4'^ of Auguft following Jie was made Canon of Chrifl. 
Church and public Orator of the Univerfity by the Vifitors, 
and was one of thofe Perfons to whom a grant was made by 
the Delegates to become Doftors of Divinity whenever they 
pleafed^ which none of them chofe to make ufe of; Mr. 

Buttonj 
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the condudb and command of Robert Earl of Effex, 
the Members of the Univerfitie of Oxon. began 
to put themfelves in a pofture of Defence, and 
efpccially for another Reafon, which was, that there 

Button, as M. a Wood fays, declining it on Account of his 
being then newly married or upon the Point of Marriage, 
and therefore unwilling to be at the Expence. 

After the Reftoration of King Charles II. he was ejcdled by 
the Commiffioners from his Canonry and Orator's Place, in 
the former of which he was fucceeded by Mr. John Fell, and 
in the latter by Mr. Rob. South. Mr. a Wood fays that when 
he was removing his Goods from his Houfe at Chrift Church, 
to make room for Mr. Fell, he would ufually fay, when he 
heard the two little Bells ring to Canonical Prayers, " There 
•* now go the Mafs-Bells ; and let thofe that are affedled that 
*' W^y go to the Church, for be furc I fliall not ;" or words 
to that EfFcdl. He retired, after this, to Iflington, and fuf- 
fercd in his Fortune by having Youths under his Care for 
Inftru^lion, not having taken the Oath againfl Refiftance, 
The late Sir Jofeph Jekyll was one of his Pupils, among 
whom he lent feveral of his Orations and other Exercifes for 
their Imitation. Mr, a Wood fays that he preached in Con- 
venticles till his Death, which happened in the latter End of 
Od. 1680; when he was buried in Iflington Church with 
his Son, who died at or near the fame Time of a Confump- 
tion. 

From feveral Circumftances above mentioned it appears 
that Mr. a Wood is juftified in aifcrtixig that He was Purita- 
nically (iffeSed y — but it redounds much to his Honour, that 
he and his Colleague Mr. Croflc'werc highly inftrumental in 
continuing the learned Dr. Pocockc in his Hebrew and Ara- 
bic Ledures.

was a ftrong Report, that divers companies of Sol- 
diers [were] paffing thro* the Country, as fcnt from 
London by the Parliament for the fecuring of Ban- 
bury and Warwick. Dr. Pink of New Coll. the 
Deputy- Vice-chancellour, called before him to the 
public Schooles all the privileged men's Armes, to 
have a view of them : where not onlie privileged 
men of the Univerfitie and their fervants, but alfo 
many Scholars appeared, bringing with them the 
Furniture of Armes of every Col. that then * any 
any. Mr. Wood's Father had then Armour or 
Furniture for one man, viz. a Helmet, a Back and 
Brcaft-piece, a Pyke and a Mufquet, and other 
Appurtenances : And the eldeft of his Men-fcr- 
yants (for he had then three at leaft) named Tho- 
mas Burnham, did appeare in thofe Armes, when 
the Scholars and privileged men trained ; and when 
he could not train, as being taken up with bufi. 
nefs, the next fervant did traine : and much adoe 
there was to keep Thomas, the eldeft Son, then 
a Student of Chr. Ch. and a youth of about 18 
yeares of age, from putting on the faid Armour 
and to traine among the Scholars. The faid Scho- 
lars and privileged men did fomtimes traine in 
New Coll. Quadrangle, in the eye of * Dr. Rob. 
Pink, the Dep. Vicechancellour, then Warden of

perpetual fellow of New Coll. in 1596; took the degrees in 
Arts, entered on the Phyfick Line, was admitted Bach, in that 
faculty 1 61 2;. afterward ftudled Divinity, was eledled War- 
den of his College 161 7, proceeded in Divinity and was 
much efteemed by King James the I. for his Dexterity in 
difputing, as by King Charles the I. for his eminent Loyalty. 
He was a zealous Defender of the Univerfity Privileges and 
Liberties, efpecially when he performed the Office of Vice- 
ChanccUor, and efteemed by all that knew him mod eminent 
for Knowledge in Philofophy and Divinity. —He died much 
lamented by the Members of his College, becaufe h6 had 
been a vigilant, faithful and publick fpirited Governour ; by 
the poor of the City of Oxon, becaufe he had been a con- 
ftant benefaftor to them j by the orphans, to whom he had 
been a father ; and generally by all who knew the great Vir- 
tues. Piety, and Learning of the Perfon, on the 2d Day of 
Nov. 1647. Whereupon his Body was buried in the outer 
Chapel belonging to New Coll. between the Pulpit and the 
Screen, leaving then behind him certain matters fit for the 
Prefs. 

In 1677. Dr. Ralph Bridecake Bifhop of Chichefler who 
had in his younger Years been patronized by the faid Dr. 
Pink credcd, out of Gratitude, a comely Monument for him 
on the Well Wall of the outer Chapel at fomc diftance from 
his Grave with this Infcription —

Whereupon Mr. Wood's Fa- 
ther with his Familie removed to a little Houfe in 
his Backfide, which he about 2 or 3 yearcs before 
had new built. 

About the fame time his Maj. caufed his Maga- 
zine to be put into New College Cloifter and Tower 
6?^. Whereupon the Maftcr of the School tliere, 
with his Scholars ( among whome A. Wood was 
one) were removed to the Choriftcrs Chamber at 
the £aft-end of the Common Hall of the faid Coll. 
It was then a dark nafty Room, and very unfit for 
fuch a purpofe, which made the Scholars often 
complaine, but in vaine. 

His Father Thom. Wood or a Wood, before Jan, 19; 
mention'd, died, being Thurfday, about 4 of the 
ckick in the Morning, to the very great Grief and 
Reludtancy of his Wife and Children. He died in 
his Houfe in the Backfide before mentioned, in the 
room over the Kicchin : and being a fat and cor- 
pulent man, and therefore his Body could not 
keep, he was buried between 8 and 9 of the clock 
at night, on the fame day, in the North part of 
Merton Coll. outer-Chappell or Church, neare to 
the Graves of Jam. Wood, his yonger brother, 
who died in Sept. 1629. and Jo. Wood, his Son, 
whome I have mentioned under the ycare 1639. 
This Tho. Wood (Father to A. W.) was borne at 
Iflingdon neare London in January 1580, was bred 
in Grammar Learning in thofe parts, became a 
Student in Broadgate's hall (now Pemb.

think, of Corpus Chrifti Coll. and, as a member 

of that Houfe, he was admitted Bach, of Arts on 

the 15 of Mar. 1605. Before which time he had 

taken to wife an antient and rich maid, called 

Margaret, dau, of Hugh Wood of Kent (of the 

Family of the Woods of Waterbury in that County) 

and Sifter to Rob. Wood, a Haberdalher of Hats» 

living at the Plow and Harrow on Ludgate Hill in 

London, and to Henry Wood, living in Kent. 

They were married at Wood-Eaton in Oxfordlhire^ 

where fliee lived in the Houfe of Rich. Taverncr, 

Efq; (Uncle to Tho. Wood his fecond Wife,) 

About which time the faid fecond Wife, named 

Mary (who was borne in the faid Houfe) being 

then a Child of about two yeares old, Tho. Wood 

would often take her out of the Cradle, dandle 

her. in his Armes, and would feveral times fay, thac 

he hoped (hee would live to be his fecond Wife, 

which accordingly came to pafs, and was Mother 

to A. Wood. By and with the Money, which Tho^ 

Wood had with the faid Margaret, and the 5006'. 

which his Parents bequeathed to him, he grew rich, 

purchafcd the Houfe wherein A. Wood was borne, 

with it's appurtenances, alfo the great Inne called 

the Flour de Luce, which I have before mentioned.

that facultie, and after the death of his faid firft

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Wife, which hapned at Tetfworth 14 July 1621, 
lie took to Wife Mary Pettie, alids La Petite, 
Mother to A. Wood (the fame who had been the 
child in the Cradle before mentioned ) by whome 
having a good portion, and growing richer there- 
upon, he was fined in OAober 1630 for refufing 
the honour of Knighthood, a matter then lately 
brought [up] to obtaine Money for his Majeftie's 
ufe. This Money, which was paid by all perfons 
of 40''. per an. that refiifed to come in and be 
dub'd Knights^ was called Knighthood-Money. This 
Thom. Wood was Son of Richard Wood, who, 
when a youth, was brought to IQingdon by Rob. 
Wood his Uncle and Godfather, as the tradition 
goeth in the Family : who giving him good breed- 
ing, he ever after lived in good Fafhion. The 
Pofterity of the faid Robert, who have Lands and 
Tenements to this day in Iflingdon, live at King- 
fton upon Thames in Surry ; where, and elfcwhere, 
they have an Eftate, that amounts to 2000^'. per 
An. and have been feveral times oSer'd the degree 
of Baronet.

It was much lamented by the Relations of the 
Father and Mother of A. W. that he and his bro- 
ther Chriftopher were left yong, when their Father 
dyed, and that no bobody was left (becaufe of the 
raging of the Civil Warr) to take care of them, 
only a. Woman. His eldeft Brother Thomas,

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whome I Ihall mention under the ycare 1651, wai 
then a rude and boifterous Soldier. His fecond 
Brother Edward, was now a yong Scholar of Tri- 
nity Coll. (lately of Mcrton) and did in this, or in 
the next, yeare bcarc Armes for his Maj. within 
the Garrifon of Oxon. and was fo farr from being 
a Governour or Tutor to others, that he could 
fcarcely govern himfelf 5 and his 3^ Brother Ro- 
bert was in France in the thirteenth yeare of his 
age. In this condition he continued, and yet went 
to Schoole at New Coll. but by the great Hurry 
and noife, that was this yeare in Oxon. and by the 
abfence of his Mafter, he and his Brother loft 
much time. 

This yeare the * Plate, which had been given to 
A. Wood by his Godfathers and Godmother, which 
was confiderable, was (with all other Plate in Oxon.) 
carried by his Majeftie's command to the Mint at 
New Inne, and there turned into Money to pay 
his Majeftie's Armies. 



* It is much to be lamented that the Neceffities of the 
Royal Party required a Supply of this Nature. Had thcfc 
valuable Services of Plate been pledged only for a Time, and 
afterwards redeemed by their original PoifeiForSy (which moft 
probably would have been the Cafe) they would now have 
remained as fo many Curious and InRrudive Specimens of 
the State and Progrefs of various Arts in the Kingdom, at 
that Period. In Colleges and public Bodies this would have 
happened more particularly, who, from a laudable Gratitude 
towards their Benefadlors, are always averfe to adapt their 
Fun^iturc to the changeable Fafhioii9 of thp Times.

On Wednefday, being the Eve of the Afcenfion, May 29. 
Robert Earl of Eflcx, Generaliffimo of the Parlia- 
ment Forces, and S'. Will. Waller, going with their 
Forces from Abendon over Sandford Ferry, and 
fo thro Cowley, and over Bullington Green (to the 
end they might go towards Iflip) faced the City of 
Oxon. for feveral Houres, whilft their Carriages 
flipt away behind them. This gave fome Terror 
to the Garrifon of Oxon. his Maj. being then 
therein, and great Talke there was, that a Siege 
nvould fuddenly follow. Mr. A. Wood's Mother 
therefore refolving, that he and his Brother Chrif- 
topher fliould be removed out of harme's way, (he 
fent them with an horfe and man into the country: 
And becaufe the Infe£lion was then in Oxon. (he 
ordered, that they (hould be conveyed toTetfworth, 
ten Miles diftant from Oxford ; where they conti- 
nued for a fortnight or more in the Houfe of * Rich, 
Scienfe, then called the Catherine Wheel, now a 
great new built Inn of Brick (1683) ^^ ^^^ lower 
end of the Towne. There, I fay, they continued 
till it was thought, that they had no infeftion about 
them, and then they were conveyed two miles on 
one fide of Tetfworth, to a Merkate Towne called 
Thame, and there they were fet downe, and con-

veyed 
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vcycd into the Viearidge Houfe, ncare to, and on 
the North fide of, the Church, where they were 
very lovingly received by the Vicar Mr. Thorn*

the Mother of A. and Ch. Wood ; in which houfe 
their three elder Brothers had before fojourned, 
while they went to the Free-School * in Thame. 
Afterwards they were entred into the faid School, 
there to be educated till they were fit to be Aca- 
demians or Apprentices.

Arts and foon after became chief Matter of Thame School in 
Ojcfordfliire. In 1647, He was made Rcftor of Whitfeild in 
that County and foon after Head Mailer of Wincheiler School^ 
in the Place of Dr. Pottinger. On the 9^^ of Sept. 1658. he 
was promoted to the Wardenfliip of Winchefter College in 
the Place of Dr. Harris, deceafed, and, after the ReRoration, 
in 1664 fuccccded Dr. Prefton as Prebendary of the Cathe- 
dral.

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Thame and Tetfworth^ Kinfman to their Mother. 
Which Will. Burt was afterwards Schoolmafter of 
Wykeham's School neare Wincheftcr, Warden of 
the Coll. there, and Dr. of Divinity. The Uflier 
of the faid School was one David Thomas, Bach, 
of Arts of Jefus Coll. who before had married a 
Maid of ordinary Note, but handfome. Shee had 
feveral yeares lived in the Parifli where A. and Ch# 
Wood were borne, and her Sirname, I think, was 
Price- Price, having been brought up under [her] Kinl^ 
woman or Aunt called Joane Evans, who kept a 
publick houfe, now knowne by the name of the 
MagpiCy in the fame Parifh. 

The faid D* Thomas was afterwards the fecond 
Mafter of the Free-School of Dorcheftcr in Oxford- 
fhire, founded by Joh. Feteplace, Efq;. and at 
length Matter of a well endowed School at Lcycef- 
tcr, the chief Towne in Lcycefterfliire, where he 
continued till the time of his Death, in Aug. 1667, 
having before obtained a comfortable Eftate by the 
great paines he took in Pedagogie, and by the 
many [Sojournours] that he alwaies kept in his 
Houfe. 

It was obferv'd by the Vicar Mr. Henant, while 
A. Wood fojourned in his houfe, that the faid A. 
Wood was very fedulous, was alwaies up and readie 
the firft in the Houfe, and alwaies ambitious of 
being firfl: in the School in the Morning ; and if 
any way hindred, he would be apt to cry and make 
a noifc, to the difturbance of the family> as Mr. 

Henant 
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Henant hath fevcral times told hioi, when he was 
Mr. of Arts. 

A. Wood did partly remember, that he was much 
retired, walked moftly alone, was given much to 
thinking and Melancholy ; which fometimes made 
his night's reft fo much difturb'd, that he would 
walk4n his Sleep (only with his fliirt on) and dif- 
turb and fright people of the Houfe, when they 
were going to their refpedtivc Beds, two or 3 
houres after he had taken up his reft. This alfo, 
befides his owne memorie, he hath been often told 
by his Cozen Henant the Wife, who lived at Great 
Milton nearc Oxon. in the houfe of his Cozen 
Joh. Cave, after her huft)and's death. 

On Sunday the ' 8 of Odtob. hapned a dreadfull oa. 8* 
fire in Oxon. fuch a one ( for the (hortnefs of the 
lime, wherein it burned) that all Ages before could 
hardly paralel. It began about two of the clock in 
the afternoon in a little poore houfe, on the South 
fide of Thames ftreet (leading from the North gate 
to High Bridg) occafion'd by a Foot-Soldier's roaft- 
ing a Pigg, which he had ftoln. The wind being 
veric high, and in the North, blew the Flames 
Southward very quick and ^'ftrangly, and burnt all 
Houfes and Stables (except S. Marie's Coll.) ftand- 
ing between the back-part of thofe houfes, that 
extend from the North Gate to S. Martin's Church

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on the Eaft, and thofe Houfes in the North Baylie« 
called New inn Lane, on the Weft : then all the 
old Houfes in the Bocherew (with the Bocherew it 
felf ) which ftood between S. Martin's Church and 
the Church of S. Peter in the Baylie ; among 
which were two which belonged to A. Wood's Mo- 
ther, be (ides the Stables and back- houfes belong- 
ing to the Flowr de Luce, which were totally con- 
fumed, to her great Lofs, and fo confequently to 
the Lofs of her Sons, as they afterwards cvidcotly

While A. Wood and his brother Chriftafifccf 
continued at Thame, you cannot imagine, *was 
great Difturbances they fufFer'd by the Soldiers of 
both Parties, fomtimes by the Parliament Soldiers 
of Aylesbury, fomtimes by the King's from Borftall 
houfe, and fomtimes from the King's at Oxon. and 
at Wallingford. The chiefeft Difturbances and 
AfFrightments, that they and the family, wherein 
they Jived, endured, were thefe. 

On the 27 of January, being Munday, an.164^ 
Colonel Tho. Blagge, Governour of WalHngford 
Caftle, roving about the Country very early with a 
Troop of ftout Horfmen, confifting of 70 or 80 
at moft, met with a Partie of Parliamenteirs or 
Rebells, of at leaft 200, at Long Crendon, about

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t mile Northward £rotn Thame : which 200 be- 
kmg^d to the Garrifon of Aylefburie, and being 
headed by a Scot, called Colonel Crafford, who, 
as I think, was Governour of the Garrifon there, 
they pretended, that they were looking out Quar- 
ters for them. I fay, that Col. 3lAgge and his par- 
cie, meeting with thefe Rebells at Long Crendon, 
fought with, and made them run, till his men fol- 
kmiog them too eagcr[ly] were overpowered with 
multitudes, that afterwards came in to their afilft- 
ance, (almoft treble his number) at which time he 

himfelf with his ftout Captaine — Walter 

(they two only) fought againil: a great many of the 
Rebells for a long while together ; in which en* 
counter the brave Colonel behaved himfelf as man- 
fully with his Sword, as ever man did, flafhing and 
beating fo many frefh Rebells with fuch Courage 
and Dexterity, that he would not ftirr, till he had 
brought ofif all his owne men, whereof the Rebells 
kild but two (not a man more) tbo they took fix- 
teen, who ftayed too long behind. Captain Walter 
had fix Rebells upon him, and, according to his 
cuftome, fought it out fo gallantly, that he brought 
himfelf off with his Colonel, and came home fafe 
to Wallingford with all their men, except 1 8. Col. 
Blaggewas cut over the Face, and had fome other 
hurts, bat not dangerous. 

After the Adion was concluded at Crendon, and 
Blagge and his men forced to fly homeward, they 
took part of Thame in their way. And A. W. and 
his Fellow-Sojournours being all then at Dinner in

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the Parlour with fome Strangers there, of whome 
their Matter Burt and his Wife were of the num- 
ber, they were all alarum'd with their approach : 
and by that time they could run out of the Houfe 
into the Backfide, to look over the Pale that parts 
it from the common Road, they faw a great num* 
ber of Horfmen potting towards Thame over 
Crendon Bridge, about a Stone's caft from their 
Houfe (being the out and only Houfe on that Road, 
before you come into Thame) and in the head of 
them was Blagge with a bloody Face, and his party 
with Capt. Walter following him. The number, as 
was then gueflcd by A. W. and thofe of the family, 
was 50 or more, & they all rode under the faid 
Pale and clofe by the Houfe, They did not ride 
in order, but each made fhift to be foremoft; and 
one of them riding upon a (lielving ground, oppo- 
fite to the Dore, his Horfe flip'd, fell upon one 
fide, and threw the Rider (a lutty man) in A. 
Wood's fight. Colonel Crafford, who was well 
'hors'd at a pretty diftance before his men in pur- 
fuite, held a Pittol to him -, but the Trooper cry- 
ing Quarter, the Rcbells came up, rifled him, and 
took him and his Horfe away with them* Crafibrd 
rode on without touching him, and ever or anon 
he would be difcharging his Pittol at fome of the 
Fag-end of Blagg's Horfe, who rode thro the Weft 
end of Thame, called Prieft-Endy leading towards 
Jlicot.

Whether 
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Whether Crafford and his men followed them 
beyond ' Thame, I think not, but went into the 
Towne, and refrelhed thcmfelves, and fo went to 
Aylesbury. I find one Laurence CrafFord, the fixth 
Ion of Hugh CrafFord (of the fame family, which 
is noble, of Kilbourne) to have been borne in his 
father's Cattle at Jordan hill neare ^ Glofcow in 
Scotland, on the Cal. of Nov. 161 1, and to have 
received fomc Education in Glafcow. Afterwards 
it appeares, that he went beyond the Seas, and 
ferved in the Warrs for eleven yeares under Guf- 
tavus and Chriftianus, Kings of Sweedland, in 
Germany, and afterwards for the fpace of three 
yeares he was a ^ Protobune of Horfe under Charles 
Lewis Eleftor Palatine. In 1641 he was fent into 
Ireland by the Parliament of England to fighf 
againft the Rebells, where he ferved in the quality 
of a Tribune for two yeares, and in 1643 he was 
fent for from thence by the Pari, of England, and 
made Legatus fecundus under Edw. Earl of Man- Major gc 
chefter, and afterwards in the Scotch Expedition. "^^"^^ 
At length when the Scots befiegcd Hereford, he 
was kird with a Bullet, fhot from the Works, on 
the 17 of Aug. 1645, aged 34 yeares : whereupon 
his body being carried off to the City of Gloccftcr, 
II was buried there in the larg Chappel at the Eaft 
End of the Choire, called our Ladie's Chappel, 
within the Cathedral there, and foon after had a

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very fair Monument let or faftned on the North 
Wall neare to his Grave, containing the proportion 
of a man to the middle (or the Buft of a man) in 
white Marble, with a fliort ftafF in his right hand, 
which monument continuing in it*s lufter till after 
the rcftoration of K. Ch. 2. it was then ordered to 
be plucked downe by the Bi(hop, Deane and Pre- 
bends. This Laurence CrafFord feems to be the 
fame perfon with Colonel CrafFord before men- 
tioned, who, I think, was Governour of Aylesbury 
in Bucks for a time. As for Colonel Blagge, who 
was borne of an antient and gentile familie in Suf- 
folke, he fufFered much between the dcclenfion of 
the King's caufe and the reftoration of K. Ch. 2. 
by exile and feveral imprifonments ; but after the 
[King was] reftored, he was rewarded with * with" 
the Governourfhip of Yarmouth and other things 
in Norfolk; yet being juft fetled, and in capacity 
of fpending the remainder of his Dayes in eafe and 
quietnefs, he died, to the great grief of his family 
and relations,* within the City of Wcftminfter, on 
the 14 of Nov. 1660, aged 47 yeares: whereupon 
his body was buried in the great North Ifle, joyn- 
ing to the Church of S. Peter (commonly called 
the Abbey Church) within the faid Citie. 

The next great Difturbance, whereby A.W. and 
his Fellow Sojournours were alarum'd at Thame, 
was this. In the latter end of Apr. 1645, ^ f^nious 
Buckinghamfliire commander, called Capt. — — —

Phips the Ragman, was in Thame with 20 Horfe 
and Dragoons, to guard their committee for the 
Excife*(the chief of which committee were Good- 
man Heywood and Goodman * [Hen] the Butcher 
his fcrvant) and tarrying there two daycs or more, 
S'. Will, Campion, Governour of Borftall Houfe^ 
having received notice of them, fent out his Cap^ 

taine Lievetenant, called Capt. - - Bunce, 

with a partie of 20 Horfe, who inftantly marching 
thither over Crendon Bridg, as it feems, and fo by 
the Vicaridgc Houfe, drove them thro the Townc 
of Thame. Whereupon Phips and his Committer 
flying pretty faft, till they came to the Bridg be* 
low Thame Mill (which is Eaflward and a little by 
North about a Stone*s-caft from the Vicar's houfe) 
the[y] faced about, hoping to make good the 
bridge with their Dragoons. But this valiant Cap* 
taine Bunce, after he had received a volley from 
Phips and his partie (which touchq^ only one com- 
mon Soldier flightlie) charged over the Bridg, and 
with his piftols (hot one of them dead, and beat 
them off the Bridge, fo as they all ran away, but 
loft juft half their number: for befides him that 
was killed, there were nine taken, whereof two 
were Cap. Phips himfelf & his Lievtenant, ten 
only efcaping, moft of which had marks beftowc4 
on them. 

Capt. Bunce returned fafe to Borftall with 9 pri- 
foners, 10 Horfes, fix fire-lock Mufquets, and 4

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cafe of Piftols. This is that Buncc, who fliet the 
pillaging Scot, called Major Jecamiah Abercromy 
(belonging, I think, to Aylesbury Garrifon) neare 
Stretton-Audley in Oxfordfliire -, which entring 
deep into his fide, fell from his Horfe on the 7 of 
March 1644: fo that being carried off Prifoner, 
with others, to Borftall Houfe, died there foon af- 
ter, full of forrow for his adlivity in the Rebellion 
againft K. Ch. I. 

Another great Alarme to the juvenile Mufes in 
the Vicaridge houfe, particularly to A. W. was this. 
Colonel Rich. Greaves, a mod confiding Presby- 
terian, laying couchant for a confiderable time in 
Thame with a great partie of Horfe (upon what 
account I can not tell) in the beginning of Sept. 
1645, it was knowne among the chief Officers in 
Oxon. Whereupon Col. Will. Legge the Gover- 
nour thereof, reiblving to beat up him and his 
partie, he fent 4po Horfe from Oxon. commanded 
by Col. ' David Walter (High-ShcrifF of the Coun- 
tie) and Col. Rob. Legge the Governour*s Brother. 

• In a Recefs on the North Side of Wolvercote Church 
Com. Oxon. is an elegant Monument of S^. John Walter. 
His Effigy is as big as the Life, drclFccl in his Robes, laying 
between his two Wives, with his and their Arms depidcd on 
the Top of the Tomb, his three Sons kneeling at his Feet 
and his three Daughters at his Head. For the Infcription fee 
Le Neve's Monum.

In the fame Recefs on the North Wall is a Bud, under 
which is this Infcription :

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Thefe, with 60 Mufquctiers of the Govcrnour's 

Regiment (commanded by Captaine Burgh) 

marched forth from Oxon. in the afternoon of Sa- 
turday Sept. 6, and before they * came to Thame, 
they divided into two Bodies, the Van headed by 
Col. Walter and the Reer by Col. R. Legge. They 
found the Towne very ftrongly barricaded at every 

Avenue : notwithftanding which, Major. 

Mcdcalf (Maj. to Coll. Rob. Legge) charged the 
Rcbells Guards, fo as Maj. Medcalfe with 7 Troop- 
ers leapt from their Horfes, and removing the 



Exchequer, Groom of the Bedchamber to King Charles the 
fecond and Lieutenant General of the Ordnance, which Of- 
fice his Majcfty gave him as a Reward of the great Valour 
and Loyalty he had (hewed in the, Service of his Father of 
Glorious Memory, during the Civil Wars. He was born at 
Sarfdcn in this County, married Elizabeth the Widow of 
Francis Lord Dacre, of Herftmonceaux in Suflex, by whom 
he had no ilTuc: Died at London the 22**. gf April 1679, 
and in the 68^^ Year of his Age. 

The above Monument of Sir John Walter is a curious Peice 
of Workmanfhip and was highly painted and adorned, but 
through Length of Time and Want of Repair is greatly de- 
cayed.

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Carts opened the Avenue. This done, the two 
gallant Majors charged the Rebells up thro the 
Street, doing execution al the way to the Market- 
place, where Col. Greaves himfclf flood with about 
2CO Horfc drawn up ; but Col. Walter being ready 
with the other Troops {viz,, his owne, that of Col. 
Tooker and that of Major Trifl) gave the Rebels 
fuch a Charg, as made them fly out of the Townc •, 
and after purfuing the fugitive Rebels, drove them 
above half a Mile from Thame. In the meane 
while Col. Legge, who with the Reere guarded the 
Towne and Avcnews, Icaft other of the Rebells 
(being in all 800) (hould break in and defert the 
whole, now drew into the Towne, that others 
might have fecure time to fearch Houfes and Stables. 
Orders were given, and 'twas done accordingly. 
After which they all drew out of the Towne, and 
marched away with their Horfes and Prifoners. 

Before they had gone two miles, at leaft 200 
Rebels were got in their Reere, but then Col, 
Legge charged them fo gallantly, that the Rebels 
ran back, much fafter than they came on. Yet 
farr had they not gone, before thefe vexed Rebels 
came on againe, and then alfo Col. Legge beat 
them fo farr back, that they never attempted to 
come on againe. In this laft charge that moft 
hopeful yong Genrieman *Capt. Hen. Gardiner 
(Son of S'. Tho. Gardiner, his Majeftie's Sollicitor

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Gen.) was unfortunately (hot dead ; a Youth of 
fuch high incomparable courage, mix'd with fuch 
abundance of Modefty and Sweetncfs, that wee 
cannot cafily match him, unlefs with his brave 
Brother, yong S\ Thomas Gardiner, which two 
are now buried both in one Grave in the Cathedral 
of Chrift Church in Oxon. whether they were 
brought with much univerfal forrow and afFedion. 
Befides this gallant Gentleman, no Officer was 
killed, only 3 common Soldiers, nor fcarce any 
hurt, only •Maj. Mcdcalfe (hot in theArme. The 
Kebels dropt plentifully in the Street and in the 
Fields, and CoL Greaves efcaped very narrowly, 
being run into the Body, and at lirft thought to 



unto the King, was buried in the Cathedral of Chr. Church, 
25 July 1645. under Alexander Gerard's Monument. He was 
Kted by his Majefty, whilft he fate at Dinner, upon the De- 
livery of the News of Prince Rupts fucccfs againft the rcbells

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they had taken, which, befides common Troopers, 
were 27 Officers : among whome were their Ad- 

juunt-General *Puide, their Provoft- 

Gcneral Mar(hall (or Prov. Marflial General) and 
their chief Engineer, four Captaines, as Capt. 
Hanfon, Jgh. Thornhill, James the Elder i£c. fe- 
vcn Lievtenants, 'viz. Wilmot, Hughes, Bagnall, 
Lampert, Canne, Wilfon, Crompton, and three 
Comets, Bradfhaw, Brooks and Symons. There 
were alfo taken 13 Sergeants, Quartermafters and 
Corporalis, and a great deal of Money was found 
in the Rebels Pockets, (having lately received Ad- 
vance-Money.) Many Armes alfo were taken, and 
between two and three hundred good Horfe, befides 
three Colours, two whereof had Mottos. The one 
was, Non Reos ReSy and the other was, Patria 
pofcente paratus. 

This Alarm and Onfet was made by the Cava- 
liers from Oxon. about break of day on Sunday 
Morning Sept. 7. before any of the Rebels were 
ftirring. But by the Alarm taken from the Senti- 
nel, that ftood at that end of the Towne leading 
to Oxon. many of them came out of their Beds

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into the Market place without their Doublets ; 
whereof Adj. Gen. Puide was one, who fought in 
his (hirt. Some that were quartered neare the 
Church, as in Vincent Barry's houfe between it and 
the School, " and in the Vicar's houfc (where A. 
W. then fojourn*d) fled into the Church (fome with 
their Horfes alfo) and going to thje top of the 
Tower, would be peeping thence to fee the Cava* 
liers run ^ run" into the Houfes, where they quar- 
tered, to fetch away their Goods. 

There were about 6 of the Parliament Soldiers 
(Troopers) that quartered in the Vicar's Houfe, and 
one being flow and carciefs, was airing and warm* 
ing his Boots, while they were fighting in the 
Towne : and no fooner he was withdrawne, into 
the Garden I think, but fomc of the Cavaliers^ 
who were retiring with their Spoyle towards Bor- 
flail (for they had feparated themfelves from thofc 
that went to Oxon.) ran into the Vicar's Houfe, and 
feized on Cloaks and Goods of the Rebels, while 
fome of the faid Rebels (who had lock'd themfelves 
up in the Church) were beholding out of the Ch, 
Windows what they were doing. 

On the day before (Saturday) fome of the faid 
Rebels, that lodg'd in the faid Houfe, had been 
proggingfor Venifon, in Thame Park I think, and 
one or two Parties of it were made, and newly put 
into the Oven before the Cavaliers entred into the 
Hpule. But fo it was, that none of the faid Rebels

were left at eleven of the clock to eat the faid 
Pafties, fo their (hare fell among the School-boycs, 
that were Sojournours in the faid Houfe. 

As for the bcforemcntion*d Adj. Gen. Puid, he 
had leave within 3 daycs after he was brought to 
Oxon. to depart upon his Parol ; yet wanted the 
Civility, either to returne himfelf, or to releafe the 
Gentleman, (or any other) that he had promifcd in 
exchange for him. Such, and no better, is the 
Faith and Humanity of the Rebels. 

Befides thcfe, were other Alarms and Skirmiflies, 
which being frequent and of little concern, yet 
much to the School-boyes, who were interrupted 
thereby, I (hall forbeare the recital of them. They 
had alfo feveral times Troopers from Borftal, who 
would watch and be upon the Guard in the Vica- 
ridge houfe (the out-houfe Northward from Thame, 
as I iiave before told you ) and continue there a 
whole night together, while fome of their Partie 
were upon London Road neare Thame, to lay in 
wjut for Provifion or Wine that came from London 
towards Aylesbury, or to any perfons thereabouts 
that took part with the Rebells. Some of thele 
Troopers would difcourfe with the School-boyes, 
that lived in the Houfe (being of the number of 
fix, or fomtimes more) while they were making 
their Exercife in the Hall againfl: the next day. 
Some of them A. W, found to have Grammar 
Learning in them, * as" by the queftions they pro-

pofed 
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pofed to the Boys : and others having been, or 
lived, in Oxon. knew the Relations of A. W. which 
would make them fhew kindnefs to him and his 
Brother. But that which A. W. obferv'd, was, 
that the Vicar and his Wife were alwaies more kind 
to the Pari. Soldiers or Rebells, than to the Cava- 
liers, as his Matter W, Burt and his Wife were, 
having been alwaies acquainted with and obliged 
to the Families of the Ingoldesbies and Hamdens 
in Buckinghamfhire, and other Puritanical and 
fadious Families in the faid Countie ^ who, while 
yong, had been moftly bred in the faid School of 
Thame, and had fojourned either with the Vicar 
or Matter: But as for the Ufticr Dav. Thomas, a 
proper ttout Wclfliman, A.W. alwaies took [him] 
to be a good Loyallitt, as indeed he was.

Jun. 10. Wednefday Jun. 10, the Garrifon of Borftall was 
furrendred for the ufe of the Parliament. The 
School-boys were allowed by their Matter a free 
Libertie that Day, and many of them went thither 
(4 Miles diftant) about 8 or 9 of the clock in the 
Morning, to fee the forme of Surrender, the 
ftrength of the Garrifon, and the Soldiers of each 
par tie. They, and particularly A.W. had inftruc- 
tions given to them before they went, that not one 
of them fliould either taft any Liquor, or eat any 
Provifion in the Garrifon ; and the reafon was, for 
feare the royal partie, who were to march out 

thence, 
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thence, fhould mix Poyfon among the Liquor or 
Provifion that they ftiould leave there. But as A. 
W. rcmembred, he could not get into the Garri- 
fon, but (lood, as hundreds did, without the 
Works, where he faw the Governour S'. Will. 
Campion, a little man, who upon *fome occafion 
laid flat on the ground on his belly, to write a 
Letter, or Bill, or the form of a Pafs, or fome 
iuch thing. 

Wednefday and Midfomer day, the Garrifon of 
Oxon. which was the chiefeft Hold the King had, 
and wherein he had moftly refided while the Civil 
Warr continued, was furrendred for the ufe of the 
Parliament, as mod of his Garrifons were this yeare, 
occafion'd by the fatal Battle of Nafeby, which 
hapned in the lad yeare, wherein the King and 
his parde were in a woful manner worfted. In the 
Evening of the faid Day, many of the King's Foot- 
partie, that belonged to the faid Garrifon, came 
into Thame, and layd downe their Armes there, 
being then a wet feafon. Some of whome conti- 
nuing there the next day, A. W. went into the 
Townc to fee them. He knew fome of their Faces 
and they his, but he being a Boy, and having no 
Money, he could not then relieve them, or make 
them drink : yet he talked with them about Oxford 
and his Relations and acquaintance there ; for the 
doing of which he was check'd when he came 
home.

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In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sept. 
following his Brother Edw. Wodd Bach, of Arti 
and Scholar of Trinity ColK came on Foot from 
Oxon, with Leonard Pettie ( the Brother of the 
Wife of his cozen Henant the Vicar) and another 
Scholar to fee him and his Brother, the Vicar and 
the Maftcr and their Wives/ They continued at 
leaft two Nights in the Vicar's houfe, and great 
Kindnefs was cxprefled by them towards A. W. 
and his Brother Chriftop, whom, the next day, the 
faid Edward told, that they were foon after to re- 
turn to Oxon. that their Mother had much fufFer'd 
in her Eftate by the late dreadful Fire in Oxon. 
and therefore was not able to maintaine them any 
longer at School in Thame, 6?f. A. W, feemed 
very forry at this News, becaufe he was well and 
warme where he was, had good companie, and 
fcem'd to have a fix'd Love for the place, even fo 
much, that he did never afterwards care to hear of 
New Coll. School to have given himScholaftical 
Education ; but applied all he had to that of 
Thame fcff. But there was no Remedy, for go he 
muft, and go he did with his Brother after Michael- 
mas following. 

After his returne to the houfe of his Nativity, 
he found Oxford empty, as to Scholars, but pretty 
well replenifhed with Parliamentarian Soldiers^ 
Many of the Inhabitants had gained great ftoreof 
Wealth from the Court and Royallifts, that had 
for feveral yeares continued among them ; but as 
for th? yong men gf jhc City and Uniyerfity, he 

foun({ 
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found many of them to have been debauch'd by 
bearing Annes, and doing the Duties belonging 
to Soldiers, as watching, warding, and fitting in 
Tipling-Houfes for whole Nights together. His 
Mother put his Brother Chriftopher to School in 
Oxon. and himfeif to the Tuition of his Brother 
Edward of Trinity College, to whom he went 
once or twice in a day to receive inftruftion, and 
alwaies fpcnt every afternoon in his Chamber, 
which was a Cockleloft over the common Gate of 
that College. 

While he continued in this condition, his Mo- 
ther would alwaies be foliciting hin^ to be an Ap- 
prcntice» which he could never endure to heare of: 
And fomtimes (he would tell him, that (he would 
iet him out to an Attorney or SoUicitor, and he 
rcmembred well, that (he often mentioned M'. Joh. 
Theycr, a Sollicitor (of whom (hall be mention 
made under the ycare * i66. •) as a fit Mafter for 
him, but ftiU he drew back and turn'd his eare.

May 26, A. Wood was matriculated as a Member of the 
Univerfity and a Gentleman's Son. This was done 
by his Brother Edward, who obtained a Certificate, 
that he was matriculated, from Matth. Crofs the 
fupcrior Beadle of Law, which he kept by him to 
the time of his death. But afterwards when he was 
Mafter of Arts, and had a full fight of the Matri- 
culation Books, he could not find his name regcf- 
tred in any of them. 

Oa. 18. S*. Luke's Day and Munday he was entrcd into 
the Buttery-Book of Merton College, being about 
that time made by M'. Edw. Copley, Fellow of 
that Houfe, his Poft- Mafter, and put into the 
Chamber under him in the great Quadrangle. He 
had not then any Tutor in that Coll. but continued 
ftill under the Inftruftion of his Brother Edw. in 
Trin. Coll. 

At that time Chriftmas appearing^ there were 
Fires of Charcole made in the Common hall oa 
Allfaints Eve, AUfaints day and night, on the 
Holydayes, * their nights and eves between that 
time and Chriftmas day. Then on Chriftmas Eve, 
Chriftm. day and holy dayes and their nights, and 
on Candlemas Eye, Candlemas day and night.

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At all thcfe Fires every Night, which began to 
bt made a little after five of the clock, the Senior 
Undcr-Graduats would bring into the hall the Ju- 
niors or Freflimen between that time and fix of the 
clock, and there make them fit downe on a Forme 
in the middle of the Hall, joyning to the Declaim- 
ing Desk : which done, every one in Order was to - 
ipeake fome pretty Apothegme, or make a Jeft or 
BuU, or fpeake fome eloquent Nonfcnfe, to make 
the Company laugh : But if any of the Frcftimen 
came off dull, or not cleverly, fome of the for- 
ward or pragmatical Seniors would "Tuck them^ 
that is, fct the nail of their Thumb to their chin, 
juft under •the Lipp, and by the help of their 
other Fingers under the Chin, they would give 
him a Mark, which fomtimes would produce 
Blood. On Candlemas day, or before (according 
as Shrove -Tuefday fell out) every Frefhman had 
warning given him to provide his Speech, to be 
ipoken in the publick Hall before the Under- 
Graduats and Servants on Shrove -Tuefday night 
that followed, being alwaies the time for the ob- 
fervation of that Ceremony. According to the 
laid Summons A. Wood provided a Speech as the

Shrove -Tuefday Feb. 15, the Fire being madcp^i,. ic. 
in the Common hall before 5 of the Clock at 
Night, the Fellowes would go to Supper before 
fix, and making an end fooner than at other times.

they left the Hall to the Libertic of the Under- 
graduats, but with an Admonition from one of 
the Fcllowcs (who was the Principal of the Undcr- 
gracuats and Poftmaflers) that all things {hould be 
carried in good Order. While they were at Supper 
in the Hall, the Cook (Will. Noble) was making 
the Icfler of the brafs Pots ful of Cawdel at. the 
• 'Frefhman's Charge; which, after the Hallway 
free from the Fellows, was brought up and fet be-. 
fore the Fire in the faid Hall. Afterwards every 
Frefhman, according to fcniority, was to pluck off 
his Gowne and Band, and if ^ poflibly to make 
himfelf look like a Scoundrell. This done, they 
were conduced each after the other to the high 
Table, and there made to (land on a Forme placed 
thereon ; from whence they were to fpeak their 
Speech with an audible Voice to the Company : 
which, if well done, the perfon that fpoke it was 
to have a Cup of Cawdle and no falted Drinke ; if 
indifferently, fome Cawdle and fome falted Drink ; 
but if dull, nothing was given to him but falted 
Drink, or Salt put in College Beere, with Tucks 
to boot. Afterwards when they were to be admit- 
ted into the Fraternity, the Senior Cook was to 
adminifter to them an Oath over an old Shoe, part 
l^emuUb of which runs thus : Item tu jurabis^ quod jftXuA^ 
J^^\"^Mef0 UeitcB non ^vifUahis, &c. the reft is forgotten, 
isg to St. and none there are that now ^ remembers it. After

Thus he went forward with fmart Reflefticns on 
the reft of the Freflimen and fome of the fervants, 
which might have been here fee downe, had not 
the Speech been borrowed of him by fever al of 
the Seniors, who imbczel'd it. After he had con- 
cluded his Speech^ he was taken downe by Edm, 
Dickenfon, one of the Bachelaur-Commoners of the 
Houfe, who with other Bachelaurs and the Senior 
Under-Graduats made him drink a good Difh of 
Cawdle, put on his Gowne and Band, placed him 
among the Seniors, and gave him Sack. 

This was the way and cuftome that had*been 
ufed in the College, time out of mind, to initiate 
the Freflimen ; but between that. time and the re-

* The Cuftom dcfcribed above was not, it is probable, pCr 
culiar to Merton College. Perhaps it was once general, as 
llriking Traces of it may be found in many Societies in this 
Place, and in feme a very near Refemblance of it has been 
kept up 'till within thcfe few Years. 

** Nathaniel Brent was Son of Anchor Brent of Little 
Wolford in Warwickfhire, a younger Son of Richard Brent, 
Gent, eldcft Son of John Brent of the houfc of Brent of 
Coiington in Somerfetfliire, was born at Little Wolford before 
mentioned, became Portionill, commonly called Poft-Maftcr 
of Merton College in 1589, admitted Probatip^ier Fellow of 
the faid College in 94, being then liach of Arts, proceeded 
in that Faculty 4 years after, entered himfelf on the Law 
Line, became Prodor of the Univcrfity in 1607, travelled 
into feveral Parts of the learned World in 161 3, 14, &c. and 
underwent dangerous Adventures in Italy to procure the Hif- 
tory of the Council of Trent, which he tranflated into Eng- 
lifh. Afterwards he married Martha Daughter of Dr. Rob. 
Abbot Bifliop of Salilbury and Neicc to Dr. Abbot Arch-Bp. 
of Canterbury, by the favour of which laft he had the War- 
denihip of Merton College conferred on him, was made Com- 
miflary to him. Vicar General of England, being then Dr. 
of the Civil Law, and at length Judge of the Prerogative, 
on the Death of Sir Henry Marten, by another Hand: In 
1629, Aug. 23. he received the Honour of Knighthood from

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but to little puipofe, they proceeded this yeare 
with very great rigour, to the ruin of the Univer- 
fitic. The members of every Coll. were all fum- 
moned to appeare on a certaine day, and fomtimes 
two or 3 Colleges or more appeared in one day, 
and if they did not give a pofitive anfwer, whether 
they would fubmit to them and their Vifiration, as 
appointed by Parliament, they were forthwith 
cjcfted. 

his Majefty at Woodilock, he being then and after accounted 
a zealous Man for the Church and Prelacy. 

But when he faw the Prcfbyterians begin to be dominant 
he fided with them, and becaufe of a' Pique that had been 
between the Abbots and Bifhop Laud, he therefore became a 
frequent Witnefs againll the laft, at his Trial, deferted Oxon, 
and his College, when King Charles garrifoned thit Place for 
his Ufc, took the Covenant, and ran altogether with the re- 
bellious Rout. About the fame time he was ejeded his War- 
denfhip of Merton College by his Majef!ie's Command, but 
reftored again when Oxford Garrifon was furrendrcd for the 
Parliament's Ufe an. 1646. In the Years 1647, ^^^ 4^- ^^ 
was appointed Arch-Vilitor of the Univerfity, and what he 
did there to promote the Prefbyterian Caufe the Hillory and 
Antiquities of the Univerfity of Oxford will tell you under 
thofc years. When an Order was made againll Pluralities, he 
was forced to leave Merton Coll. in 1650, at which time, (if 
I miflake not) he refufed alfo the Oath called the Engagement. 
At length, after he had lived 79 years, he gave way to Fate 
in his Houfe in Little Britaine in the City of London, 6***. of 
Nov. 1652. Whereupon his Body was buried on the 17^**. of 
the fame Month in the Church of Little St. Bartbohmczv within 
the faid City.

Wharton's Trial of Arch-Bifhop Laud. 

G 2 Friday 
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May 12, Friday (May 12) the Members of Merton CtA^ 
lege appear'd, and when A. W. was caird in (for 
the .Members were called in one by one) he was 
ask*d this Queftion by one of the Vifitors : ft^U 
you ftibmit to the authority of Parliament in this fV- 
fttation ? To which he gave .this Anfwer, and wrot 
[it] dowvne 'on a paper, lying on the Table, as he 
was direfted : / do not under fi and the hufinefs^ and 
therefore I a?n not able to give a dire^ Jnjiuer. 

Afterwards his Mother and Brother Edward, who 
advifed him to fubmit in plaine Termes, were ex- 
ceeding angry with him, and told him, that he 
had ruined himfelf, and muft therefore go a beg- 
ging. At length, by the interceflion of his Mother 
made to S'. Nathan. Brent (who ufually caPd her 
his little Daughter, for he knew her, and us'd to 
fet her on his knee, when (hee was a Girle and a 
Sojournour in her husband's houle, during the 
time of his firft Wife) he was connived at and kept 
in his place, otherwil'e he had infallibly gon to the 
Pot. 

Aug. His eldeft Brother Tho. Wood, who had fervcd 

in the Qiiality of a Lievtenant of Horfe for his 
Majcftie during the Warr, did, after the Warr was 
terminated, returne to his Coll. of Ch. Ch. and 
there recciv'd the profits of his place ; but about 
the beginning of Aug. this yeare, he very abruptly 
left the Univerfitie, went into Ireland, and finding 
out his School-Fellow Colonel Hen. Ingoldcsby,

became 
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became an Officer in his Regiment, to fight againft 
the Rebells there. The realbn of his fudden De- 
parture was this : viz. that he being one of the 
prime Plotters of the remaining Cavaliers in Oxon. 
to fcize on the Garrifon, Vifuors, and all the Armes 
they could find, to the end that they might joync 
themfelves to others, that had plotted in the fame 
manner in other Parliament Garrifons, to relieve 
the diftrefled Cavaliers that were befiegM in Col- 
cheder, the Plot was difcovered by one or more of 
them when they were in their Cups •, which made 
every one fhift for themfelves as well as they could, 
but fome being taken, one of them, named Ed- 
ward Adams, a Barber, was upon the point of 
being hanged, having mounted the Ladder in or- 
der thereunto on the figne Poft of the Catherine 
Wheel in Magdalen Parilh (in which Inn they had 
layd the Foundation of their Plot.) Mr. Francis 
Croft, whome A. W. found to be one of the Chap, 
laynes of Merton Coll. at his firft coming there- 
unto, was deeply engaged in the faid Plot. He 
was a high-flone Cavalier and a boon Companion, 
and was the man that gave to every perfon, that 
was concerned in the Plot, the Oath of Secrecy : 
which being done, they were to write their names 
in his little paper-book, which he ufually carried 
in his Pocket -, but if they could not write, they 
were to fet their Mark, and he to add their names 
to it. At the firft difcovery of the Plot, Mr. Croft 
fled, and fome of ihe Parliament Soldiers of t.'ie 
Garrifon fuppofing that he might be in his Cham- 

bcr. 
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ber, which joyned to that Chamber, which was 
afterwards the Common Room belonging to Mer- 
ton Coll. they broke open his Dore, fearched but 
found the Bird flown. This being done early in 
the Morning, his Dore ftood open mofl of the day 
following, and A, W. with fome of the Juniors 
going into it, faw it all adorn'd with Efcocheons, 
which he (Mr. Croft) had got by burying feveral 
Perfons of Quality in Merton Coll. Church and 
elfe where, during the abode of the King's and 
Queen's Courts in Oxon. but thefc, his Books and 
bedding were not ihen touched. 

Edward Wood before mentioned, Bach, of Arts 
and Scholar of Trin. Coll. (who before had fub- 
mitted to the Vifitors ) was with others admitted 
Probationer- Fellow of Merton Coll. They were 
feverely examined, and in due courfe^elcfted and 
admitted : which was done by the favour of the 
Warden S'. N. Brent •the Arch-Vifitor. Some 
Admiflions that followed were done by the folc 
Authority of the Committee and Vifitors. Soon 
after E. Wood being fetled in the Bay - Tree - 
Chamber, in the firft Quadrangle next to the Gate 
of Merton Coll. A. Wood was put into the Cock- 
loft over him. So then, and after, his trudging to 
Trin. Coll. to receive his inftruftion was fav*d.

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A. Wood's Mother (Mary Wood) being much 
out of Purfe in recdyfying the Stables and Out- 
Houfes of the Flowr de Luce, and in repairing 
the Inn it felf, Ihe gave off Houfe-keeping, and 
taking her Son Chriftopher and a Maid with her, 
went to Caflington neare Woodftok, and fojourn*d 

in [a] fair Stone houfe, then inhabited by one 

Tipping, lately fequeftred from the Vicaridg of 
Shabbington in Bucks, neare to Thame, who had 
married an Oxford Gentlewoman, the dau. of one 
Will. Dewey, who had been acquainted with M"*. 
Wood from her Childhood. In the fame Houfe 
did then fojourn Mr. Joh. Lucas, lately fcnior Fel- 
low of New College, and Mr. Rich. Sherlock, 
lately Chaplain of the faid College, but now (1649) 
Curat of Caflington. A. Wood did often retire 
thither to fee his Mother, and fomtimes lodge 
there for a night or two. Mr. Sherlock was civil 
to him, and would give him good inftruftion, and 
talk fatherly to him. * Mr. Joh. Goad was then 



• John Goad was the Son of John Goad of London : He 
was educated at Merchant Taylors School, defied Scholar of 
St* John's Coll. Oxon. in 16.22, afterwards Fellow, M. A, 
and 1643, Vicar of St. Giles's Church: where, continuing 
his Duty very c^nitant during the time that the Garrifon was 
bcfleged by the Parliament Forces, did undergo great Dan- 
gers by Cannon Bullets that were fhot from their Camps ad- 
joining, in the time of Divine Service : In 1 646, he was pre- 
fented to the Vicaridgc of Yarnton near Oxford by the Chan- 
cellor and Mafters of the Univerfity j In the Year following, 
ii coniideration of hU Sermons preached at Oxon. before the 

King, 
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Vicar of Yarnton, a mile diftant from Caflington ; 
(to whom Chriftop. Wood went dayly to School) 
and being a fufFering Cavalier, did go often to the 



King, he ^vas created B. D. Being delircd by Dr. Franc 
Cheynell in 1648, who well knew his merit, to return to hh 
fellowfhip, he would not comply ; but keeping Yarnton till 
the King's Rett : afterwards took the Offer of Tunbridgc 
School : In fhort time after, he was made chief Matter of 
Merchant Taylors School, where he continued with great 
Succefs till 1681 ; at which time he was fummoned to appear 
before the chief Heads of the Society of Merchant Taylon, 
and charged with certain pafTages in behalf of Popery in hh 
Comment on the Church of England Catechifm, but dif. 
charged with a confiderablc Gratuity. The Particulars of this 
Affair fee in a Poilfcript to a Book cntit. Contrivances of the 
fanatical Confpirators in carrying on the Treafona under Um- 
brage of the Popiili Plot, laid open j written by W. Smith 
Schoohnailer at Idingtcn, who ftiles Mr, Goad fo qualified a 
Pcrfon that a better could not be found in the three King- 
doms. Mr. Goad being thus difmifTcd too|c a Houfe in Pic- 
cadilly, and kept a private School. In the year 1686. in the 
reign of K. James II he declared himfclf a Roman Catholic, 
having many Years been fo in his mind. In 1689, he died, 
and was buried at the Church of Great St. Helen, London. 
Several Elegies were publilhed on his Death : two of which

This pcrlbn A. W. did often fee there, and re- 
ceived Inftrudion from him in many particulars, 
and found him an exceeding loving and tender 
man. A. W. did.not then in the leaft think to write 
the Lives of the faid Rich. Sherlock and the faid 
J. Goad, as afterwards he did, or to live to fee 
them well promoted, and become eminent Authors. 
But fo it was, that length of time and fuffcrings 
made them forget fuch a little thing as A. W. was, 
and much adoe he had to make D'. Sherlock know 
and underftand him, when, 20 yeares after this 
time, he fent to him Letters to Winwick in Lan- 
cafliire (one of the fatteft Parfonages in England ) 
to let him have an Account of himfelf, to be put 
in FJiJi. £ff Jntiq. Univerjit. Oxon."* At which time(tf) Lib.2; 
finding him (hie in anfwcring his Letters, he was s^'lSj,^; 
forced at length, when he faw where the fault lay, ^^ vou 
to tell him, that he was * that he was" the fon of p-sss-C^sj) 
that litdc woman ( M'*'. Wood ) that fomtimes fo- 
journ'd with him in the fame Houfe at Caffington, 
wherin he alfo had fojourn'd ; and then he was free 
with A. W. and anfwcr'd his Letters. 

In like manner alfo when A. W. was confulting, 
30 yeares after this time, the Aihaia et Fajii Oxon. 
he fent to Mr. Goad at Merchant Taylors School

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in Lx)ndon for fomc account of himfclf and Wri- 
tings, and found him very (hie ; but giving him 
the like Anfwcr that he gave to * D'. Sherlock, he 
was very free afterwards in his communications, 

* Richard Sherlock was born at Oxton in Chcfhirc, and 
originally ( as 'tis faid ) a Student in Magd. Hall, where he 
obtained a Part of Academical Learning : Thence he was 
tranilatcd to Trin. Coll. near Dublin where he proceeded 
Mailer of Arts in 1633, cntrcd into the facred Funftion, and 
foon after became Minifter of feveral Parifhes in Ireland, uni- 
ted together and yeilding no more than 80 /. per Annum, At 
length, upon the breaking out of the Rebellion in that 
Country, he journied into England and became Chaplain to 
a Regiment of his Maj efty's Forces at Namptwich in Chcihire. 
But that Place being taken by the Parliament Forces in Jan. 
1643, he retired to Oxon. where he became Chaplain to the 
Governour of the Garrifon there ; and at length, by the fa- 
vour of Dr. Pink, Warden of New Coll. he was made one of 
the Chaplains of that Houfc, much about the Time that P. 
Gunning and If. Barrow were made Chaplains alfo. In 16469 
he had the Degree of Bach, of Div. confcred on him in Con- 
lideration of fcvcral Sermons that he preached either at Court 
or before the Parliament in Oxon; but in the Year 1648 or 
thereabouts, being thrown out of his Chaplain's Place by the 
Vifitors, he became Curate for Dr. Jafp Mayne in an obfcurc 
Village called Caffington near Woodftock in Oxfordfhirc, who 
allowing 16 /. fer Annum for his pains (for the Vicaridge there 
is eftecmed to be worth but 50/. per Ann,) he gave a good 
Part of it to the poor of that Place. At length leaving that 
Cure, upon the Ejedlion of the Do6lor, about 1652, he went 
into Lancafhire, became Chaplain to Sir Robert BindlofTe of 
Borwick Hall in the Parifh of Warton, Bt ; where, as long aj 
he continued, he was very much troubled with People calPd 
Quakers, againfl whom he wrote feveral things. After tha 
jrciUuration of Charles II. i66o» He was made Dr. of Dir.

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and received from him ful ''fatisfaftion, expreffingr^i) scein 
himfclf, as Sherlock before did, verie joyfull, and yl^^^g, 
congratulated themfelves, that they ftiould live to^^e^'/^"" 
Ice fuch a little Junior, that they had knowne him p. 637. 
to be, to become an Author and a publifher of fe- 
veral Folios, for the good and benefit of the Com- 
monwealth of Learning. 

of Dablin, and about that time, by favour of his honourable 
Patron Charles E. of Derby, (whofe Chaplain he was) rcftor 
of Winwick in Lancafhire, a Place, among other fat Bene- 
fices' of England, of great Name. He was a perfon of mod 
pioas Life, exemplary Converfation, of great Charity, Hofpita- 
lity, and To zealous a man for the Church of England that he 
was accounted, by precife Perfons,popifhly affe6lcd and a Pa- 
pift in Mafquerade. At length, this moft holy, zealous, mor- 
tified and feraphical Dr. Sherlock, having fpent all his time in 
holy and chaft Celebacy, furrendred up his moft pious Soul 
to God in 1689, and was buried, on the 25*^ of June, within 
the Chancel, at the firft entrance into it out of the Body of 
the Church, at Winwick in the County before mentioned, at 
which time his friend and acquaintance Thomas Crane, M.A. 
preached his funeral Sermon. Before his Death, he ordered his 
Grave Stone with this Infcription in Brafs ; Exuviae Richardi 
Sherlock S.T.D. indigniffimi hujus EcclcficC Redloris; obiit 
20 die Junii Anno ^tatis 76. An. Dom. 1689.

Impropriator of Bledlow in Bucks, neare to 
Thame in Oxfordfliire, where he continued more 
than a Weeke. The Church there (lands upon a 
rifing Ground, and at the end of the Chancel, is a 
larg deep place, having on it's fides Buflies and 
Brambles growing. At the bottome of this deep 
place iflues out one or more Springs, and gives the 
Original to a little River. Between the end of the 
Chancel and the brink or edg of this deep place, 
is contain*d " as much Ground as the Space of fix 
paces of a man. A. W. then heard feveral of the 
Inhabitants repeat two old verfes, that had gon

This deep place is with them caFd tbe Lyde, and 
the Ground between the Brink of it and the end 
3f the Chancel doth fenfibly weare away, fo that 
if fomc care in time be not taken, the proverbial 
verfes may prove true. 

In the Church here were fome Armcs in the 
Windowes, and an Infcription or two on Grave 
ftoncs, of which A. W. toke notice according to 
his then capacity, but afterwards obtained a better 
Method of taking them. Thefe things are here fet 
downe, becaufe they were the firft matters of that 
nature that A. W. took notice of. 

In the latter end of January he fent a generous Jan. 
[Requital to Mr. Ja. Blanks, for the great Civilities 
ic flicw'd unto him, during his being in his houfe 
aft Chriftmas. 

His brother Edward, who was his Tutor, think- Feb. i6. 
ng it fit, that he Ihould chang him for another, 
IC was put under the Tuition of Clinton Maund, 
m Irifl) man, borne of Englifh Parents, as being 
lefccnded from the Maunds of Chefterton, near 
Jiftcr in Oxfordfliire. He was a Bach. P'cUow, 
rcll growne in yeares, but a grand Presbyterian, 
Jwaics praying in his Chamber, and when Matter 
i Arts preaching abroad. A. Wood's brother was 
)eyifh, and would be ever and anon angry, if he 

could 
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could not take or underftand Logical Notions as 
well as he. He would be Ibmtimes fo angry, that 
he would beat him and turne him out of his 
Chamber ; of which complaining to his Mother, 
flie was therefore willing, that Anthony (hould take 
another Tutor.

In the beginning of this yeare A. W. was made 
one of [the] Bible Clerks, by the Favour of S\ 
Nath. Brent, the Warden, for thcfe reafons (i) Be- 
caufe the Vifitors cal'd in Queftion the right of the 
Fellows of the faid Coll. their beftowing of the 
Poftmafters Places. (2) Becaufe a Clerk's place 
was better than that of a Poftmafter, tho fince not, 
becaufe that Benefadions have been after this time 
•have been" beftowed to make the Poftmafters 
Places better. There was then no duty in the Chap- 
pel for the Clerks, becaufe the Common Prayer 
and Sacraments in the Chap, were put downe, and 
but very little Attendance there was for them in 
the Hall.

Blanks, Brian Ambler, A.Wood, 
tff. got horfes, and rode to Wallingford in Berks, 
purpolcly to fee the Caftle there, being then about 
10 be dcmoliftied. They were in number about 
eight, and when they came to dcfire the Guards to 
let them come into the Caftle, they rcfufed to doc 
it, tor no other reafon, as the Scholars fuppofed, 
but that their number was too great, and ^ may 
have fome Dcfigne upon them. Col. Arth. Evelin 
was then, as it feems, Governour, but was not at 
home, othcrwife, as 'tis believed, they might have 
had entrance. So going back to the Towne of 
* Wallingford, they dined there, and return*d to 
Qxon. 

One Anne Green, a Servant Maid, was hang'dDcc. 14; 
in the Caftle of Oxon. for murdering her Baftard- 
child, begotten by JcfFry Reade, Grand-fon to Sir 
Tho. Read of Duns-Tew in Oxfordlhire. After 
fljc had fuflfer'd the Law, (he was cut downe, and 
carried away in order to be anatomiz'd by fome 
yong Phyfitians ; but they finding life in her, would 
ooc venter upon her, only fo farr, as to recover 
lier to life. Which being look*d upon as a great

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wonder, there was a Relation of her Recovery 
printed, and at the end feveral Copies of Verfes, 
made by the yong Poets of the Univerfitic, were 
added.

Jan. 1 6. Twelve Poftmafters of Me ton Coll. were cxpel'd 
by the Vifuors, viz. Joh. Blanks, John Wright, 
Brian Ambler, Rich. Philipps, (^c. Some of which, 
who were god/y Touths^ as Georg Pricket, Steph. 
Richmond, Will. Stanie, £5?^. they afterwards rc- 
ftored to, and confirmed them in, their places. So 
that had A. W. continued Poftmafter a little longer, 
he had, without doubt, received his Rictus. As 
for Joh. Blanks, he afterwards retired to his Fa- 
ther's Houfe, and became an Attorney ; Joh. 
Wright, after [the] King's reftoration, became 
Matter of the King's School at Worcefter ; Brian 
Ambler a Minifter in Shropfhire ; and Rich. Philips, 
upon a fecond Anfwer given in to the Vifitors, was 
kept in, and after he had taken a Degree in Arts, 
he became a mortified and pious Minifter in Shrop- 
fliire, l^c. 

Jan. 22. Edward Wood, Fellow of Merton Coll. was, for 
divers pretended Mifcarriages and Mifdeameanors, 
fufpended by the Vifitors from his Commons and 
all Profits from his place, as alfo from being Tu- 
tor in that Coll. uncill farther Order. The Mifcar- 
riages were, firil, for entertaining Strangers at his 
Chamber with more Wine, than 'twas thought 
convenient. (2) for drinking the King's Health at 
Medley neare Oxon. two yeares before, with fomc 
of his Contemporaries of Trinity Coll. t^c. Which 

Sufpenlion 
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Sulpenfion was occafion'd by the uncharitable In- 
formation made to the Vifitors by Tho. Franke, a 
junior Fellow of Mcrt. Coll. who now did lay in 
wait as 'twere to bring the faid Coll. into diflradtion 
and trouble. 

This Thorn. Franke, after all his obfequious 
Flatteries, fals Tales, cringing to the Presbyterians 
and Independent [s], and his being aAually in 
Armes ' in the Troop, raifcd by the Univerfity of 
Oxon. againft K. Ch. 2. at Worcefter an. 1 65 1 , had 
the impudence, after the refloration of the faid 
King, to turn about, and for his money to get the 
Re£tory of Cranfield in Derbyfhire, whilft others, 
that had been great fufferers for his Majeftie's caufe, 
and had no money, were forced to fhark and live 
as Opportunity ferved. He was a moft vile perfon, 
and not fit to live in a Society ; yet, if I am not 
miftaken, he did, when he ufed to retire to the 
College, after he had been feded at Cranfield, **to" 
exprcfs fome repentance of what he had done to 
th"e injury of feveral of the Society before Mr, Pet. 
Nicolls and Joh. Powell Senior, Fellowes of the 
iaid Coll. 

This yearc Jacob a Jew opened a Coffey houfe 
at the Angel in the Parifli of S. Peter in the Eaft, 
Oxon. and there it was by fome, who delighted in 
Noveltie, drank. When he left Oxon. he fold it in

Thorn. Wood, cldeft brother to A. W. died of 
the Flux at Droghcda, commonly called Trcdagh, 
in the month of Deccmb. He was borne at Tetf- 
worth neare to Thame in Oxfordfhire, where his 
Father then had '^a Farme, educated moftly in the 
Free School at Thame under his Kinfman Mr. W. 
Burt, was made Student of Ch. Church in 1638, 
as I have before told you, and afterwards was the 
firft, or one of the firft yong Scholars in Oxon. 
that threw off* his Gowne, and ran to Edghill Bat- 
tle. See more under the yeare 1642. At his re- see in the 
turne thence he was aftually created Bach, of Asis^^b. a 
among Soldiers that had done Service at the hid^'^'^^*** 
Battle : and then his Father feeing, that he could 
not perfuade him from being a ^ Scholar, he bought 
a Horfe, Armes, Cloaths, cfr. fet him up for a 
Troper, and got him a place to ride in the Troop 
of Captaine Tho. Gardiner of Cudefdon neare Oxon, 
Afterwards he became a ftout and dcfperat Soldier,

rifons, particularly, if I am not miftaken, at Bafing 
in Hampfhire, and was made a Lievtenant of Horfe. 
When the Warr was terminated, and the Kingfs 
Caufe utterlie vanquiflied, he returned to his Col- 
See^ore Jcge, was aftually created Mr. of Arts, an. 1647, 
but in the next yeare being deeply engaged in the 
Cavaliering Plot, as I have told you under that 
yeare, (1648.) he, to avoid being taken and 
hanged for it, fled into Ireland, where finding out 
his quondam School-Fellow at Thame, called Col. 
Hen. Ingoldesbie, ho became a Lievtenant in his 
Regiment, afterwards a Captaine, and, as I have 
heard, had a CommiiTion a little before his Death, 
to be a Major. About a yeare before that time, 
viz. in 1650, he returned for a time to Oxon. to 
take up his Arrears at Ch. Church, and to fettle 
his other Affaires ; at which time being often with 
his Mother and Brethren, he would tell them of 
the moft terrible aflauliing and ftorming of Trc- 
dagh, wherein he himfclf had been engaged. He 
told them, that ^^befides" 3^00 at leaft, befides 
fome Women and Children, were, after the Af- 
faliants had taken part, and afterwards all the 
Towne, put to the Sword on the 11 and 12 of 
Sept. 1649; at which time S'. Arth. Afton the 
Governour had his Braines beat out, and his body

.called Tho, Williams; and the horfe of A. W. be- 
ing bad,* or elfe that he was no good Rider, he 

had a fall, and put out his Arme. When 

he came to Shabbington, he put off his Doublet, 
and found his Arme fwel'd and exceeding tender. 
Th. Williams, who had been bred an Apothecary, 
would needs pcrfwade him, that his Arme was not 
out of Joynt, only bruifed, and fo applyed a Cloath 
and.Oyle to it ; yet, notwithftanding this, he could 
not ufe it, which caus'd all his Mirth to be turnM 
into Melancholy. In this condition he continued 
about a Week there, rode to Thame, eat and 
drank, but with little comfort or reft, and at length 
came home in a moft afflidted condition. 

After he bad been at home fome dayes, he was 
advifed to go to Adams a Lock-Smith, li- 
ving in Catftreet, who was an expert Bone-fetter, 
to the end that he might look upon it, and fee 
what was to be done. He fpoke niildly to A. W. 
when he looked on his Arme, gave him fweet 
words, and told him all was well. At length caft- 
ing his head afide, Adams faftned one of his hands 
above and another below the Elbow, pluck'd the 
Arme ftraight and fet it. But the paine being great 
and unexpected (becaufe that the arteries had been 
ihrunk) he fell into a great fown, and could fee 
nothing but Green before his Eye?. Adams then 
laid him upon the Bed, gave him Cordials, and 
put him to flcep. Afterwards he found himfelf at 

Eafe, 
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mnd better every day, but never before that time 
or fince, knew * was fowning ^ was or is. 

Thomas Williams bef9re mentioned had an Eftatc 

in Land, Houfes and Money left to him by his 

Father, but never would follow his Trade, onlie 

live a loos Life, and took all advantages to do it 

gratis. Afterwards when A. W. came to under- 

ftand the World better, he found him a Debaucher 

of Youth, * and not fit to live in an Univerfitie 

among Gentlemen. His ufual way was, that after 

he had let out Money to any man, he would hang 

upon him, eat and drink in his Houfe : and if he 

could meet with any of his acquaintance, whofe 

nature was eafie, he would take him with him to 

eat, drink and lodg on the Debter. And to this 

Farmer * of Shabington did he go to hang upon 

him, and * take A. W. with him, as he afterwards 

underftood. 

In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sep- p^ 
temb. A. W. went to angle with Will. Staine of Sept. 
Mert. Coll. to Wheatcly Bridge, and nutted in 
Shotover by the way. The day was hot, and A. 
W. fitting and {landing feme houres in Fi(hing, he 
got an Ague, came home faint and dry, with the 
lofs of an Appetite of eating. It prov'd a quartan 
Ague, and an houre or two before it came on him.

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he would be exceeding prone to vomit> and whiC 
in the Well-Days his Stomach had contraded, he 
would on the fick-day vomit it out with great 
wretching and payne. This brought his Body low, 
but made him grow much taller : and much Phy* 
fick and Slops being taken in the Winter follow- 
ing, yet he could find no remedy. At length he 
was advifed to retire into the Country to take bet- 
ter Ayre than in Oxon. follow the plow, and ufe 
what exercife he could there to Ihake the Ague off. 
Feb. 15. Tuefday (Feb, 15.) A. W. went to Caflington 
before mentioned, and becaufe Mr, Tipping and 
his Wife had quitted their Quarters in thatTownc, 
he took up his Quarters at the next dore, in the 
houfe of an honeft and fufficient Farmer, called 
Francis Bolter ; whofe houfe tho thatched, yet he 
had a very fair Chamber therein with a Chimney, 
and a place to lay his books in, 
Feb. 21. A. W. had a very fad Dreame in his Sleep. He 
was in a melancholy place, had no companion, 6fr. 
His body was much out of order, and on thoie 
nights, wherein he had his hot Fit ( for his cold 
Fit would come with extreame vomiting about 5 
or 6 at night) he would have difconfolate Dreames, 
which would make him melancholy on the dayes 
following. 

While he continued in the Country, he followed 
the Flow on his Well-Daycs, and fomtimcs plowed. 
He learnt there to ring on the fix Bells, then newly 
put up : and having had from his mod tender 
ycares an extraordinary ravilhing Delight in Mu- 

fick, 
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ikk, he prafticed privately there, without the help 
of an Inftrufter, to play on the Violin. It was 
then chat he fet and tuned in firings in Fourths^ 
mnd not in Fifths according to the manner : And 
having a good eare, * and ready to fing any Tune 
upon hearing it once or twice, he would play them 
all in ihort time with the faid way of Tuning, which 
was never knowne before. 

His Landlord did once perfwade him to drink 
his Ague away : and thereupon going to the Ale- 
houfc an Houre or two before it was come, they 
fet hand to fift, and drunk very delperatly. But 
then vomiting all up before it made any conti- Mar. 4. 
nuance in his ftomach, or before it got up in his 
head, he was forced, after he had fpent three fhil- 
lings, to lead his Landlord home, notwithftanding 
he had put in Mr. Wood's cup Tobacco. This 
Country man (a merry Fellow, and one that pre- 
tended to wit) thought, that the Ague was a litde 
Spirit or Devil, that had got within him ; and 
therefore when hot weather came, he would have 
him go into the water and drowne it, or go to 
Oxen, in a Boat, and fo fhift it from him into the 
water, and row haftily from it, and leave it to (hark 
for it felf. A. W. told him this was a Pythagorasan 
Opinion of his : at which hard, word being ftartled, 
he thought it was none of his, but the little Devil 
within him that fcnt it out of his Mouth, &?r. In 
this condition he continued till the weather was

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altered, and grew hotter, and then his Ague and 
fits grew lefs, yet when cold weather came againe 
it would be apt to return, and would have faftned

Wood, with Mr. Tho. Cole Steward of Merton

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The laft yeare, after he was entred into the 
publick Library (which he took to be the happi- 
ncfs of his Life, and into which he never entred 
without great Veneration) he could do but h'ttle 
in it, becaufe he was entred but a little while be- 
fore his Ague took him. But this yeare being a 
conftant Student therein, he became acquainted 
with the Places in the Arts Library, (for no far- 
ther could Bachelaurs of Arts then goe) where the 
books of Englifh Hiftorie and Antiquities (land. 
He lighted upon ^he Defcription of Leycefterfhirej 
written by Will. Burton : and being exceedingly 
delighted with the performance, he did this or in 
the yeare following, take notes thence, and make 
colIeAions from it, which he had lying by him in 
his laft dayes. He took great Delight in reading 
The Difplay of Heraldry^ written by John Guillim, 
and in other books of that Faculty, written by 
Joh. Boflfewell, John Feme, fcfr. and endeavoured 
to draw out and trick Armes with his Pen. And 
afterwards when he came to full yeares, he per- 
ceived it was his natural Genie, and could not 
avoid 'them. Heraldry, Mufick and Painting did 
fo much crowd upon him, that he could not avoid 
them ; and could never give a reafon why he ihould 
delight in thofe Studies, more than in others, {o 
prevalent was Nature, mix'd with a generofity of 
mind, and a hatred to all that was fcrvile, fneak- 
ing or advantagious for Lucre fake. His brother

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Edw. Wood was much againft tliefe Studies, and 
advil'ed him to enter on thofe that were beneficial, 
as his Mother did. He had then a gentile compa- 
nion of the fame Coll. (J. W.) who delighted in 
vertuous Studies as he did, and would walk feveral 
times with him in fhady recefles and retired walkes, 
to each others content ; but the fame J. W. being 
a Gent, of a good Defcent, and an heir to an Eftate 
of 700 /. per an. at leaft, he went afterwards to 
London, mixed himlelf with idle company that 
flattered and admired him, and at length dc- 
ba[u]ch'd him ; which did not a little Trouble

KoT. His Kinfman Charnel Pettie, Efq; an old Puri- 

tan, and an honeft and quiet man, became High- 
SherrifF of Oxfordfliire. His Eftate was at TetC- 
worth and elfcwhere, but lived now at Stoke-Lyne 
neare to Bifter, the Inheritance of his Daughter's 
Son, named Ralph Holt, who being a Minor^ the 
faid Charnel Pettie was his Guardian.

They were out of Commiffion and Em- 
ploy, had no money to maintain them, which made 
them rob on the high-way. After a tedious Im- 
pifonmenc in the Jayle at Oxen, they were con* 
demn'd to dye by that inveterate Enemy to the 
Royal Partie * John Glynn, Serjeant at Law, who 
this Yeare went Oxford Circuit. 

Huflcy was the eldeft, had received fome Marks 
of • honour in his Face, and no doubt in his Body 
alio, and died penitent. Peck, who was yonger, 
was proper, robuft, and feemed a ftout man. He 
died rcfolute, and not fo penitent as Huflcy. As 
fixH) as they were cut downe, they were carried 
away by fome Royallifts, and Huflcy was on the 
&me day at night buried by them in the Church 
of S. Peter in the Baylie. This was the firft or 2* 
Execution that A. W. ever faw, and therefore it 
ftruck a great Terror into him, to the difturbancc 
of his Studies and Thoughts. They were exceed- 
ingly pittied by all men.

After his Maj city's return, he was rellored to 
his Fcllowfhip, became Camden's ProfefTor of Hiftory upon 
the ejc£lion of Lewis du Moulin, Principal of New Inn, in 
the Place of Dr. Rogers ejected for Nonconformity ; and foon 
after Principal of Hart Hall. 

This Dr. Lamphire, who was Juilice of the Peace for the 
County and City of Oxon, a good, generous, and fatherly 
man, of a publick Spirit and free from Pharifaical Leven, or 
the modifh Hypocrilie of the Age he lived in, died in his 
Lodgings in Hart Hall on the 30 of March 168S, aged yi 
years, and was buried in the outer Chapel near the Welt 
Door belonging to New Coll.

he afterwards received from that Great Man, who always 
honoured him with a peculiar Intimacy. The Civil Wars 
coming on, he went into the Army, on the King's Side, and 
was Cornet to a Troop of Horfe raifed by Sir Edward Strad- 
ling for his Majefty's Service. After the Defeat of the Royal 
Party, he returned to his College and Studies, and was pre- 
ferred from the Vengeance of the Parliamentary Vifitors by 
the Intcreft of Mr. Oldifworth once Secretary to the Earl of 
Pembroke, and of Col. Ludlow, both nearly related to him 
by Marriage. After the Reftoration he was named, if not 
chofen.

In the Year 1666, He married Margaret 
Daughter of Sir Will. Salter of Richking in Buckinghamfhire, 
by whom he had a numerous liTuc. He died at Weftminfter 
on the i8^*». of April 1688, in the 67'^ Year of his Age, and 
was buried in the Abbey.

A Choice CoUcftion of Catches, 
Rounds, and Canons for 3 or 4 Voices collected and pub- 
lilhcd by John Hilton, Bac. of Mufick, fometimes Organifl 
of St. Margaret's Church Weftminfter, and Clerk of the Pa- 
rifli belonging thereunto. This Mr. Ellis died in Magd, 
Pari(h in the north Suburb of Oxon, and was buried in the 
Church -Yard there, in the latter End of the Year 1679, 
Fsfti Oxin.

After Cathedmls and Organs were put down in the grand 
Rebellion, he kept up a weekly Meeting in his Houfc oppofit^ 
to that Place where the Theatre was afterwards built, which 
kept him and his wife in a comfortable Condition. The Meet* 
ing was much frequented and many Mafters of Mufick were 
tkere, and fuch that had belonged to Choirs, being out of 
all Employ, and therefore the Meeting, as all other Mufick 
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wherein the Meeting was. He alwaies play'd his 
part either on the Organ or Virginal. f2)*Dr, 
Joh. Wilfon, the' public Profeflbr, the bed at the 

Meetings, did flourifh ; and Mufick, efpecially vocal, being 
difcountcnanced by the Prcfbyterians and Independents, bc- 
caufc it favoured much the Cathedrals and Epifcopacy, it was 
the more ufed. But when King Charles was reftorcd and 
and Epifcopacy and Cathedrals with it, then did the Meet- 
ings decay, efpecially for this Rcafon, becaufe the Mafters of 
Mufick were called away to Cathedrals and Collegiate Choirs,

• Dr. John Wilfon was born at Fcverlham in Kent, and 
having an early tafte for Mufic became one of the moft emi- 
nent Mafters of that Science. He was made Gent, of the 
Chapell to K. Charles I. and alfo his Servant in ordinary in 
that Faculty. Being in conftant Attendance on his Majefty, 
he played on the Lute with fuch Skill as gave the King great 
Satisfa£>ion, who generally leaned on his Shoulder during his 
Performance. After the Surrender of Oxford, He fpcnt fome 
Years in the Family of Sir William Walter at Sarfden in Ox- 
fordfhire. At length, at the Requeft of Mr.Tho. Barlow made 
to Dr. Owen, Vice-Chanccllor of the Univerfity, who had 
been his Pupil, he was conllituted Mufjc Profeflbr thereof. 
Upon the Return of K. Charles II. he was reftored to his 
Places, and was made one of the Choir at Weftminfter, all 
which he kept to his Death. Bcfides his Publications, which 
have great Merit, he gave to the Public Library a curious MS. 
containing Compofitions fpr the Lute, fet to feveral Odes of 
Horace and parts of Aufonius, Claudian, Pctronius Arbiter, 
Statius &c. to which are prefixed feveral commendatory Co- 
pies of Verfcs by Hen. Birkenhead, and others. 

He was a Man of great Humour and an amiable Difpofx- 
tion, and having lived to the Age of 78 Years, died at his 
houfe near the Horfe Ferry, Weftminfter, and was interred 
in the Abbey. His Pidlure is in the Mufick School at Oxford.

TbeoptiU or 
L$ve*s Saerifce printed at London 1651, levcral Parts thereof 
had Airs fet to them by this incomparable Jenkyns» who 
lived ten Years or more after the Reflauration of K. C. 2. 

He was efkcmcd the prime Compofer living in the latter 
end of the reign of K. C. i. in the reign of Oliver C. and 
K. C. 2. Dr. John Wilfon, afiove mentioned, ufed to fay thai, 
for the Honour of his Country, Alphonfo Farabofco bom of 
Italian Parents at Greenwich, and John Jenkyns at Maidilone, 
were admired not only in England but beyond the Seal for 
their excellent Compcfirions.

He was much admired at the Meetings, 
and exceedingly pittied by all the faculty for his 
lofs. 

This Summer came to Oxon. The Antiquities of 
Warwickjhire &c. written by Will. Dugdale, and 
adorn'd with many Cuts. This being accounted 
the bell book of it's kind that hitherto was made 
extanr, my Pen cannot enough defcribe, how A. 
Wood's tender afFedions, and infatiable defire of 
knowledge were ravilhed and melted downe by the 
reading of that book. What by Mufick and rare 
books that he found in the public Library, his Life 
at this time and after was a perfcft Elyjium. 

In the latter end of Oftob. he began to furvey oa. 29, 
and tranfcribc the Monumental Infcriptions and 
Armes in the feveral Parochial Churches and 
College Chappcls, within the City and Univerfitic 
of Oxon. 

A. W. his Mother, and his two Brothers, Rob. jj^ j^^ 
and Chriftopher Wood, gave 5^'. to Merton Coll. 
towards the Cafting of their five Belk into Eight. 
Thefc five were antient Bells, and had been put 
up • into the Tower at tho firft building thereof, in 
the time of D'. Hen Abendon, Warden of Mcr- 
ttm Coll. who began to be Warden in 1421. The 
Tenor or Great Bell (on which the name of the

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faid Abertdon was put) Was fuppofcd to be the bcft 
Bell in England, being, as *twas faid, of fine Mct- 
tal Silver found. * The Generality of people were 
much againft the altering of that Bell, and were 
for a Treble to be put to the five, and fo make 
them fix : and old Sarjeant Charles HoUoway, who 
was a very covetous man, would have given Mo- 
ney to fave it, and to make ^ and to make' the 
five, fix. Bells, that is to put a Treble to them. 
But by the Knavery of Thorn. Jones, the Sub- 
Warden (the Warden being then abfcnt) and 

Derby, the Bell-Founder, they were made eight. 
Dr. Joh. Wilfon, D'. of Mufick, had a Fee from 
the College to rake order about their Tuning. 

Whereas A. W. had before learned to play on 
the Violin by the Inftruftion of Charles Griffith, 
and afterwards of Jo. Parker, one of the Univer- 
fitie MuGtians, he was now advis*d to entertainc 
Janu. one Will. James, a Dancing Mafter, by fome ac- 
counted excellent for that Inftrument, and the ra- 
ther, becaufe it was faid, that he had obtained his 
knowledg in Dancing and Mufick in France. He 
fpent in all half a yeare with him, and gained fome 
improvement from him j yet at length he found 
him not a compleat Mafl:er of his facultie, as Grif- 
fin and Parkei- were not : and to fay the Truth, 
there was yet no compleat Mafter in Oxon. for that 
Inftrument, becaufe it had not been hitherto ufed

with an Organ, Virginal or 'Harpficon joyn'd with, 
them : and they efteemed a Violin to be an Inftru- 
ment only belonging to a common Fidler, and 
could not endure, that it Ihould come among 
them, for fcare of making their Meetings to be 
vaine and fidling. ..But before the Reftoration of 
K. Ch. 2. and efpecially after, Viols began to be 
out of Fafhion, and only Violins ufed, as Treble- 
Violin, Tenor and Bafs -Violin ; and the King, ac- 
cording to the French Mode, would have 24 Vio- 
lins playing before him, while he was at Meales, as 
being more airie and brisk than Viols.

She was the Daughter of - - - - Brome, of Clifton near 
Banburjr, aud filler to Henry Brome who died 1 667,

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ham of Garfingdon, ncare Oxon. Gent. Shcc was 
buried in the Chancel of the Church there by the 
Remaines of the faid W. Wickham. This Woman 
was Sifter to Hen. Brome, of Clifton neare Ban- 
bury in Oxfordfhirc (of the fame Familie with the 
Bromes of Halion) and died in Oxon. 25 March. 
A. W. did not then furvey the Monuments in Gar- 
fingdon Church, becaufe of the Company there, 
but rode immediatly home to Oxon. 

Apr. 30. He began his Perambulation of Oxfordfliire: 
and the Monuments in Wolvercr.t Church were 
the firft that he furvey'd and tranfcrib'd. * 

May 14. All the eight Bells of Merton Coll. did begin 
to ring : and he heard them ring very well at his 
approach to Oxon. in the Evening, after he had 
taken his Rambles all that Day about the Country 
to collect Monuments. The Bells did not at all 
pleafe the curious and critical Hearer. However 
he plucked at them often with fome of his Fellow- 
Colleagues for recreation fake. They were all af- 
terwards re-caft, and the Belfry, wherein the Ring- 
ers flood (which was a little below the Arches of 
the Tower, for while the five hanged the Ringers 
flood on the ground) being built of bad Timber, 
. was plucked downe alfo, and after the Bells were 
put up againe, this Belfry, that now is, above the

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Arches, was new made, and a Window broke 
thro the Tower next to Corp. Ch. Coll was made 
to give light. 

He began to perufe and run over all the Manu- Aug. 4. 
fcrlpt Collc(ftions of the great Antiquary John Le- 
land, that are repofed in the Archives of Bodlie's 
Library. He was exceedingly [ delighted ] ' in 
them, was never weary of thtm, but coUefted 
much from them. 

In his rambles about the Country, he went to Aug. 14, 
Dorchefter, feven Miles diftant from Oxon. to fee 
his old Mafter David Thomas, who, from being 
Ufher of Thame School, was now the Head-Maf- 
ter of the Free-School at Dorchefter, founded by 
Joh. Feteplace, Efq. an old Bachclaur. He had 
fucceeded in that Office Joh. Drope, lately Fellow 
of Magd. Coll. who was the firft Mafter appointed 
by the Founder. A. W. could not but here ac- 
knowledge his owne weaknefs, you may call it 
folly if you pleafe, as being ftartled at his firft 
light of this moft antient City, famous for it*s be- 
ing a Station of the Romanes, for it*s Entertain- 
ing S. Birinus, and afterwards for giving him bu- 
rial, ^c. The Church is larg and antique, and 
hath contained many Monuments of Antiquity, 
which are fince fpoylcd and defaced. Thofe that 
**remaine he took an account of, as alfo of the 
Armes in the Windowes, and tricked out with his 
Pen the Ichnography of the Church, Cloyfter and

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and Buildings adjoyning. * And at his departure 
Mr. Dav. Thomas gave him fome Roman Coynes^ 
found within the Libertie of Dorchcfter. 
Sept. 5. Brome Whorwood, lately Gent. Com. of S. 
Marie's hall, only fon and heir of Brome Whor- 
wood of Halton neare Oxon. was drown'd in his 
paffage from Hampfhire to the Ifle of Wight. He 
had been at the Eledtion of Scholars at Wincheftcr, 
and being minded to fee the Ifle of Wight, did 
with George Croke • of New Coll. hire a Veflcl 
that was leaky, which funk by that time they were 
half way in their Journey. I fet this Memoire 
downe, becaufe A. W. had acquaintance with both 
of them. The Mother of the faid Brome Whor- 
wood, who was drown*d, was Jane, daughter and 

one of the two Cohcires of — ^ — Ryther of 

Kingfton upon Thames in Surrey, fomtimes Sur- 
veyor of the Stables to K. Jam. I. and dau. in 
Law to James Maxwell, Efq; one of the Gromes 
of the Bed-Chamber to K. Ch. I. as having mar- 
ried her Mother after Ryther's death. A. W. rc- 
membred her well, as having often feen her in 
Oxon. She was red-hair'd, as her fon Brome was, 
and was the moft Loyal perfon to K. Ch. I. in his 
Miferies, ^ as any Woman in England, as it ap- 
peares by feveral Exploits, that fhe performed in

After his Majeftie had been taken away from 
Holdenby, he was conveyed by eafie removals to 
Hampton Court Auguft 1647, at which time the 
Citizens of London were very unruly, had aliena- 
ted their afFeftions from the Parliament, were very 
averfe to the Army, and wholly enclin'd to his 
Majeftie, as having a Defigne to get him among 
them, fettle him in the Parliam. Houfe, and fo 
conclude a Peace. His Maj. knew all this, and 
knew the Infolencies and threarningof the Parliam. 
Soldiers which they gave out to deftroy him, be- 
ing animated fo to do by the Cabal of Parliam. 
Officers fitting at Putney, which therefore made 
him think of an Efcape from Hampton Court, if 
he could well know to what place he could goe. 
Jane Whorwood knowing this, fhee went to Will. 
Liltie the Aftronomer, living in the Strand within 
the Libertie of Weftminftcr, to receive his judg- 
ment about it, that is to fay, in what Quarter of 
the Nation he might be mod fafe, and not be dif- 
covered till himfelf pleafed. When fhee came to 
his dore, Lilly told her, he would not let her come 
in, for he had buried a Maid-fcrvant of the Plague 
very lately. / feare not the Plague but the Pox, 
laith fliee. So he let her in, and went up ftaires. 
After Lillie had ereded his Figure, he told her, 
that about 20 miles from London and in Eflex, 
he was certaine the King might continue undifco- 
vcrcd. Shee liked his Judgment very well, and 

being 
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being herfelf of a Iharp judgment, remembred a 
place in Eflcx about that diftance, where was an 
excellent Houfe, and all conveniencies for his re- 
ception, {iff. Away (hee went early next morning 
to Hampton Court, to acquaint his Majeftic; but 
fee the misfortune, he either guided by his owne 

approaching hard fate, or mifguided by — 

Afhburnham, went to Tichfield in Hampfliire, and 
furrendred himfelf to Col. Rob. Hammond, Go- 
vernour of the Ifle of Wight. A. W. has heard 

from W. Lilly, that Alderm. Adams 

of London, fent to his Maj. at Hampton Court a 
thoufand pound in Gold : five hundred pound of 
which was put into Jane Whorwood*s hands, who 
gave Lilly for this and other Judgments 20^'. of 
the fame Money, as the faid Lilly ufually reported. 
Another Loyal Exploit was this. His Majeftic 
being in Caresbrok Caftle in the faid Ifle of Wight, 
the Kentilh men were then in Armes for him, and 

joyn*d with the Lord Goring. A confi- 

dcrable number of the bed Ships alfo revolted from 
the Parliament, and the Citizens of London were 
forward to rife againft the Parliament : whereupon 
his Majeftie defignM an Efcape thence, if he could 
tell how. A fmal Ship was provided and anchored 
not farr from the Caftle to bring him into Suflex, 
and Horfes were provided ready to carry him thro 
Suflex into Kent, and from thence to march im- 
mediately to London, where thoufands would have 
armed for him ^c. Thefe things being knownc 
among the King's Friends, and particularly to 

Jane 
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Jane Whorwood, fhe repaires againe to Lillic, and 
acquaints him with the matter : whereupon he got 
G. Farmer, a moft ingenious Lockfmith dwelling 
m Bow JLane in London, to make a Saw to cut 
Iron barrs afunder, I meane to faw them, and jlqua 
fir/is befides. Thefe things being quickly obtained, 
bis Maj. in a fmal time did his worke. The barrs 
gave Libcrtie to him to go out, and he was out 
with his body till he came to his Breads, but then 
kis Heart failing, he proceeded no farther ; fo af- 
terwards he was kept clofcr. Thefe things A. W, 
bad from Will. Lilly •, wlio told him, (and fo he 
afterwards found it among fome of his Notes) that 
Ac (aid Jane Whorwood came to him againe (upoa 
die dircdion, as he thought, of Will. Lord Say) 
ID know from the perulal of his Figure, whether 
his Majcftie (hould figne the Propofitions fcnt to 
Um by the Parliament, lo foon as they were read: 
n which Will. Lillic confenting, and that it was 
Us only way fo to doe, which by lier, or her Let- 
lers, were communicated to his Majcftie, yet the 
Cud Lord Say ('then one of the Commiflloners 
from the Parliament for a Peace ) did, after his 
Majcftie had communicated his Intentions to him 
lAat to doe, perfwade him from figning the faid 
Vropofitions, tellmg him, they were not fit for him 
ID figne, that he (Say) had many Friends in the

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and he would procure more, and then they would 
frame more eafie Propofitions, 6fr.

Jane Whorwood is the fame Lady mention*d in 
the fecond Vol. o{ Ath. et Fajii Oxon. p. 523, where 
you*l find, that K. Ch. I. had put into her hands a 
Cabinet of pretious Jewells, to be by her kept till 
fuch time that he fhould fend for them ; which he 
did a little before his death : and what pafled there- 
upon, you may fee there. * But all thefe things 
being fpoken by the by, let's proceed. , 

Sept. 16. A. W. went to Einfliam, to fee an old KinfmaOt 
called Thorn. Barncote. He was there wonderfuIl7 
ftrucken with a Veneration of the (lately^ yet much 
lamented, ruins of the Abbey there, built before 
the Norman Conqueft. He faw then there two high 
Towers at the Weft end of the Church, andibme 
of the North Walls of the Church ftanding. He; 
fpent fume time with a melancholy Delight in 
king a profpeft ' of the ruins of that Place. 
All which, together with the Entrance or Lodg^.'''^ 
were foon after puFd downe, and the Stones foU^"^ 
to build Houfes in that Townc and neare it.

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Afterwards this Edm. Gregory, who had afaire 
Eftate left him by his Father, and had a good 
Eftate with his yong Wife, lived ' afterwards" very 
high, farr beyond his Income, was High-Shcriflf 
of Oxfordihirc iri 1680 ; at which time v being 
deeply in debt and beyond Recovery, his aforefaid 
Wife died of Grief at Cuxham in June 1683. 
About which time Mr. Gregorie*s Eftate being all 
cither lold or mortgaged, he kept fomc fmall mat- 
ter for himfelf, retired to or neare Bagihot ncarc 
Windfor, under a ftrang name, and died and was 
buried there.

In 16^6, 
He married Robina the Widow of Peter French^ Canon of 
Ch. Ch. Siller to Oliver Cromwell, from whom he obtained 
a Licence to hold his Wardcnfliip, tho' the Statutes of that 
College enjoin Celebacy. By the Favour of Richard Crom- 
well he was made Head of Trinity College in Cambridge in 
1659. Being ejeded thence the next Year, at the time of the 
Reftondoni he became Preacher, as it feems, to the Hon. 
Society of Grey*s Inn, and Miniller of St. Laurence Jewry, 
London, at which time he again took the Oath. Soon after 
he was made Dean of Rippon, and in 1668, thro' the £n- 
deiTonrs of the Duke of Buckingham, Bifhop of Chefter. 

He wa?, fays Mr. a Wood, endowed with rare Gifts, and 
b reprefented, by other Perfons, to have been a noted Theo- 
logifty a carious Critic, an excellent Mathematician and Af- 
tronomer, a Man of as great a Mind, as true Judgment, and 
at good a Soul as ever they knew, and an Ornament both of 
the Univerficy and the Englifh Nation, one who adorned the 
Gofpel itfelf by his great intelledual and moral Endowments. 
To which Commendation Mr. a Wood fubfcribes, in the fol- 
lowing Terms, " and I cannot fay to the contrary that there 
^ was any thing deficient in him, but a conflant Mind and

All the time that A. W. could fpare from his 
beloved Studies of Englifh Hiftory, Antiquities, 
Heraldry and Genealogies, he fpent in the moft 
delightful * facultie of Mufick, either inftrumental 
or vocal : And if .he had miffed the weekly Meet- 
ings in the Houfe of Will. Ellis, he could not well 
enjoy himfelf all the week after. All or moft of 
the Company, when he frequented that Meeting, 
the names of them are fet downc under the yeare 
1656. As for thofc that came in after, and were 
now performers, and with whome A.W. frequently

Some 
other Houfes were fearched, and the Stables of 
Colleges for Horfes. This was done to prevent a 
rifing of the Cavaliers here, and fo the eafler to 
fupprefs the rifing of S'. George Booth and his 
partie in Chefliire, and elfewhere, on the firft of 
Auguft, which was the time when they were to 
appcare. 
Jul. 31. Sunday, a terrible wind hapncd in the After- 
noon, while all people were at divine Service, Two 
or three ftones and fome rough -caft Stuff were 
blown from off the Tower of S. Martin alias Car- 
fax : which falling on the Leads of the Church, a 
great alarfn and out-cry was among the people in 
the Church. Some cried Murder, and at that time 
a Trumpet or Trumpets founding neare the Crofs- 
inne dore, to call the Soldiers together, becaufe of 
the prefent Plott, they in the Church cried out, 
that the day of judgment was at hand. Some faid, 
the Anabaptifts and Qiiakers were come to cut 
their Throats, while the Preacher, Mr. Georg Phi- 
lips, perceiving their Errour, was ready to burft 
with Laughter in the Pulpit, to fee fuch a miftaken 
confyiion, and fereral of the People that were in

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the Galleries hanging at the bottom of them, fall- 
ing on the Heads of People, crowding on the 
Floor to get out of the dores. This was on the 
very day before S'. Georg Booth and his party were 
to appeare in Chclhire. Col. Edw. Mafley at that 
dme was to appeare in Gloccfterfliire, but being 
taken, he was put behind a Trooper, to carry him 
away to Prifon. And as they were going downe a 
hill in the evening of this ftormy day, the Horfc 
fell, and gave the Colonel an opportunity to (hove 
the Trooper forward, and to make an Efcape into 
to adjoyning Wood. 

In the beginning of Sept. the Library of the Sept 
Learned Selden was brought into that of Bodley. 
A. W. laboured feveral Weeks with Mr. Tho. Bar- 
low and others in fortirig them, carrying them up 
Stairs and placing them. In opening fome of the 
books they found feveral pair of Speftacles, which 
Mr. Selden had put in, and forgotten to take out, 
and Mr. Tho. Barlow gave A. W. a pair, which he 
kept in memorie of * Selden to his lad: day.

Georg Wharton * the Aftronomcr did take nO'ii

After fcvcral generous Hazards of his Perfon, he was 
It laift totally routed by the rebellious Party near Stow on the 
Would in Gloceilerfhire. Afterwards he retired to Oxon, 
and had» in recompence of his LofTes, conferred on him, an 
Employnient, which was to receive and pay oS Money for 
the Ser^'ice of the Magazine and Artillery. It was then, at 
his leifure Hours, he followed his Studies, and was cAeemed 
a Member of Queen's Coll. where he was offer'd his Degrees 
but ncglcded it. After the furrender of the Garrifon of Oxon, 
ac which time the King's Caufc did dayly decline, our Au* 
thor Wharton was put^ his Shifts and lived as Opportunity 
fer\'ed, went to the great City, lived as privately as he could 
snd wrote feveral fmall Thinrs for a Livclyhood. But they 
giving Offence to the great Men then in Power, he was fevc- 
nl Times feiz'd on and imprifon'd. After the Rcftauration, 
he became Trcafurer and Pay -Mailer to the Office of his Ma- 
jcily's Ordnance, gained well by his Employment, and for 
hii particular Services, was created a Baronet by Patent dated 
31 Dec. 1677. Sir George was ahvaies ellcemed the bell Af- 
irologcr that wrote the Ephemcrides of his Time, was a con-. 
ftant and thro-pacM Loyallill, a boon Companion, a witty 
Droll and waggifh Poet. At length dying in his Houfe at 
Enfield in Middlcfcx, on the twelfth day of Auguft or there- 
abouts, in 1681, was buried on the 25 Day of the fame 
Month in the Chappel of St. Peter ad z'incula, within the 
Tower of London, leaving ihen behind him the Charader 
of a moft loyal and generous Chevalier.

Quin of Dublin, 
died in a crazed condition in his Bedmakcr's Houfe 
in Penyfarthing flreet, and was buried in the Ca- 
thedral of Ch. Ch. A. W. had fome acquaintance 
with him, and hath feveral times heard him fing^ 
with great Admiration. His voice was a Bafs, and 
he had a great command of it. Twas very ftrong 
mnd exceeding trouling, but he wanted skill, and 
couU fcarce fing in confort. He had been turn'd 
out of his Student's place by the Vifitors; but 
being well acquainted with fome great men of 
thofe times, that loved Mufick, they introduced 
him into the Company of Oliver Cromwel the Pro* 
tedor, who loved a good Voice and inftrumentall 
Mufick well. He heard him fing with very great 
Delight, liquor'd him with fack, and in conclufion 
£ud : Mr. ^Jfin^ you have done very welly wbat fiall 
I dee for you ? To which Quin made anfwcr with 
gicac complements, of which he had command 
with a great Grace, that your Higbnefs would be 
fUafed to reftore bim to bis Student's place ; which 
he did accordingly, and fo kept it to his dying 
day.

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• • At this time A. W. being refolv'd to fct himfclf 
to the (ludy of Antiquities, and do fomthing in 
them in the Houfe where he was borne, he fet up 
a Chimney in the upper roome looking Eaftward ;

His thoughts were ftrangly diftrafted, and his 
mind overwhelmed with Melancholy, by reading a 
book entit.

He was a Miniftcr*s 
Son of Chelhire, had been the witty Terr^t^filius of 
the Univerfitie in 1 655^ at which time the Afts 
were kept in S. Marie's Church. His Cooipany 
was often defired by ingenious men, and therefore 
thrown out at a reckoning. He was a great Mi- 
mick, and afted well in feveral Playes, which the 
Scholars before adlcd by ftealth, either in ihe Stone 
houfe behind and Southward from Pembroke ColL 
or in Kettle hall, or at Halywell Mill, or in the 
Refcftory at Glocefter hall. A. W. was well ac- 
quainted with him, and delighted in his Company* 



U cpntentedt ^ Sic 
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i Chamell Pettic, Efq;. fomtimcs High ShcrrifFpcb. XT. 
of Qxfordih. and Kinfman to A.W. died at Stoke- 
Lyne neare Bifter in the Houfe of his Grandfbn 
Ralph Holt, Efq;. He was buried in the Church 
there. 

D'. E. Reynolds * refign*d his WardenQiip of 14,- 
Merton Coll. having been lately promoted to the 
Sec of Norwich. 



* Edwtrd Reynolds, Son of Auflin Reynolds one of the 
Caftomers of Southampton, was bom in the Parifh of Holy- 
rood within the faid Borough of Southampton in Nov. 1599^ 
bred up in Grammar Learning in the Free-School there, 
founded by K. Edw. 6. in the 7th Year of his Reign, be« 
came one of the Poftmaflcrs of Merton Coll. in 161 5, and 
Probationer Fellow in 1620. After he had taken the Degree 
of Mafter, he entred into Holy Orders, and became a noted 
Preacher, afterwards Preacher to the Honourable Society of 
Lincoln's Inn and Red^or of Braunflon or Braynton in Nor- 
thamp€on(hire. At the breaking out of the grand Rebellion 
1642, he fided with the Prefbyterian Party, and in the Year 
1643 he became one of the AfTembly of Divines. In 1646, 
ke was appointed by the Parliament one of the Six Miniflers 
ID go CO and fettle in Oxon. to preach the Scholars into Obe- 
dience to the faid Parliament ; afterwards he was Dean of 
CL Ch. at which time he became Dr. of Divinity by aflual 
Creation. Bnt being forced to 4eave his Deanery in the latter 
cad of 1650, becaufe he refufed to take the independent En- 
gagement, he retired to his former Cure for a time. When 
die feduded Members were reftored to fit in Parliament, they 
I icilored him to his Deanery of Ch. Ch. on the Eleventh of 
Miarch 1659, with hopes to continue there and carry on the 
Preibyterian Difcipline. In the May following, (1660) when 
his Majefty was at Canterbury, he was admitted his Chap- 
Jain^ and^ after his Rettauration, preached feveral times be- 

befora 
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llir. 5. The Feilowes of Merton C6IL proct^ti 1^ the 
Eledion of z new Warden^ accordmg ce^ t dtsdoM 
that had before been fhick up ; but t^y fappoGngi 
not without good ground^ that D'. Tha Joiies» one 
of their Society, would aft foul play in the Elec- 
tion*^ (having been encouraged fo to doe by t)\ 
Tho. Barlow, Provoft of Queen^s CoIJ. viz. that 
he ftiould name D'. Thorn. Clayton a ftranger, and 
ia make a Devolution) the Feilowes propofed tcr 
Mr. Alex. Fifher the Sub-warden, that they might 
exchade him from voting for that time, and affigne 
another Fellow in his place, according as^ the Sta- 
totcs of the College enabled him in that point. 
But Mr. Fiflier being of a timorous fpirit, and 



fore him. Bat in the latter end of Jane following, he being 
defired to leave his Deanery, to make room for an honeft and 
(uthodox Man, he was in the licxt Month elcfted, by Virtut 
of the King's Letter, Warden of Merton Coll. Soon after, 
upon the feeling of his Pulfe, the King bcftowed on him the 
Biihoprick of Norwych ; which See he willingly took witk* 
oat ^NoUf and was, after he had taken the Covenant, and had 
eftcn preached againfl Epifcopacy and the Ceremonies of the 
Church, confecrated thereunto in St. Peter's Church within 
the City of Weflminfter on the 6th of June, a^. 1660 : by 
Virtue of which Biihoprick he became Abbat of S. Bennet 
in the Holme (a ihrange Preferment methinks for a Prefbyte- 
rian) which he kept to his dying Day. At length he made 
hh lafl Change in this World July >8. 1676. and was buried 
at the upper End of the Chappel (built by him i66z) joyn- 
ing to the Bifhop's Palace in Norwych.

* Sir Richard Browne was Refid^nt at the Court of France 
10 Cb. 1. and Ch. a^. for the Space of 19 Years, and during 
t^ Period, was intmiied with feveral Important Negotia«> 
doni. In 1649, He was created a Baronet (heing the firft 
that K. Ch. 2. made) by Virtue of a dormant Warrant fent 
to him by Ch. i. dated i Feb. 1643. In 1660, he returned 
into En^and and executed his OfHce of Clerk of the Council 
lor ioine time 1 but Years then coming on, he refigned it, 
and retired to Charlton in Kent, where he fpent the Remaim- 
dcr of his Life in a pleafant Retirednefs and ftudious Receis. 
He died the 12 of Feb. 1681, and was buried in the Church- 
yard at Deptford, clofc to the Wall of the Church, where 
there is a bUck marble Ballallred over his Body.

Priauhr, 
fomtimes Fellow of Merton. This being done, 
and the Eleftion devolved to D'. Juxon, Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, who is the Vifitor or Pa- 
tron of the Coll. Clayton and Jones immediately 
went to London, to aA in their bufinefs, and by 
their Friends endeavours to get the faid Archb» to 
conHrme Clayton. D". Barlow by thefe his under- 
hand and falfe doings gained the ill will of the 
Society of Merton Coll. who ftuck not [to] fay, 
and that with concernment, that he was a moft 
falfe, bufie and pragmatical perfon. 
l/i^. 1 8. D'. Wallis fcnt for A. W. to com to him, then 
in the Muniment-Room in the School Tower. He 
defir'd him, to give his afllfting hand to the draw- 
ing up of feme Things that he was then about, 
againft his going to London, to profccute the bufi- 
nefs then in being againft the Citizens of Oxon. 
A. W. was there five dayes in affifting D'. Wallis, 
and wrot about 7 or 8 fliects concerning the 
Brewers, Inholders, Bakers, Alehoufes, Taverns, 
Maultfters, i^c. viz. of the Incorporating them, 
and of other matters concerning them. The Uni- 
verfitie gave content to M'. Wood for his Labour.

Coach, fome of his Neighbours of S. Aldate's pa- 

ri(h went on horsback to meet him, as Kirby 

Clerk of the Parilh, Tho.

of Pembroke Coll. Will. Collier the Buder of the 

lame Coll. Wilcocks a Barber living in S.

Scholars of his Kindred. Thefe I fay meeting him 
about Shotover, S'. Thomas, either alhamed of 
their Company, or for fome other reafon bell 
knowne to himfelf, defired them to difperfe, and 
not to accompany him by his Coach-fide, which 
they did accordingly, and afeerwards came fcatter- 
edly imp Oxon. a quarter of an hour ' became the 
Coach came in.

U Sunday^ 
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31. Sunday, there was a Sacrament and Ordination 
of Miniftcrs made in the Cath, Ch. of Ch. Ch. by 
s^viiBrad- £)r^ Rq^. Skinner, Bifliop of Oxon. Savil Bradley, 
M. A. Fellow of New Coll. (and afterwards Fel- 
low of that of Magd. Coll.) was one of the pcr- 
fons, that was to have holy Orders confer'd on 
him ; but he having been ufcd to eat Breakfaib, 
and drink Morning Draughts, being not able to 
hold out with Fading, was troubled fo much with 
wind in his Stomach, that he fell in a fowne, and 
difturb*d for a time the ceremony* At length fomc 
Cordial being procured, it fet him up againe ; yet 
he could hardly keep himfelf from a fecond (own- 
ing. 

Further alfo, D'. Barton Holyday, Archdeacon 
of Oxon. being there as an Afliftant to the Bifhop 
and to give the Sacrament, it fo hapned juft be- 
fore he was to give it, the Canopy over the Com- 
munion Table (which had been put up there, when 
the choire was wainfcoted about 1633) fell downe 
upon the Veflells, and fpilt the Wine, and tumbled 
the Bread about. This was a great Difturbance to 
the ceremony, and many wondred at it. After- 
wards when all things were put in order, D'. Holy- 
day todc the Bole of Wine in his hand, and going 
downe the fteps to adminifter, it fell downe, and 
hurt his face. So D% Thom. Lamplugh of Qu, 
Coll. who waa there, was faine to ofEciat in his 
place. All thefe Accidents hapning together, did 
caufe much difcourfe in the Univerfitie and City ; 
and the Phanaticks being ready to catch at any 

thing 
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thing, that Teemed evilly made a foule (lory of it, 
as if it had been a judgment that had befallen the 
Lc^al Clergy. 

Munday in the Morn. S\ The. Clayton fcnt his Apr. i. 
man to the Bible-Clerks of Merton Coll. to tell 
theoi, that * their Mailer would fpcak with them : 
whereupon the clerks immcdiatly went to Mr. Fi- 
flicr the Sub -Warden, and asked him, what they 
had beft to doc, whether to go to him or not ? He 
told them, he would not bid them goe or [not] 
gpc. So they went to S'. Thomas, who told them, 
that diey were to returne to their Coll. and warne 
all the FeUowes thereof, to meet him in the public 
halJ of Merton Coll. between 9 and 10 of the clock 
that morning. Accordingly they returned and did 
their Errand : whereupon when it drew towards 
nine of the clock, the FeUowes, commanded the 
Butler, to go out of the Buttery, and to deliver 
up the Key to them. Which being done, the Ju- 
niors who were at Breakfaft in [the] Hall were put 
out, and the Dores thereof were barred up within 
fide. Afterwards they went into the Buttery, bolted 
the JDorc thereof within, and then they conveyed 
diemfelves thro the Cellar bore next to thd Trca- 
fury-Vault, locked it, and one of them put the 
Key into his Pocket. The FeUowes by this time 
c;jcpeflting the comming of S'. Tho. Clayton, they 
retired to the Chamber of Mr. Rob. Cripps, which 
is over the common gate, to the end that they

Thomas came. The Bachelaur Fellows alio retired 
to the Chamber of Georg Roberts, one of their 
number, over th^t of Mr. Cripps, for the fame 
purpofc. 

About ID of the clock in the morning came S% 
Tho. Clayton, with the Vicechancellour and his 
Beadles, D\ R. Skinner Bilhop of Oxon. D'. Mich. 
Woodward Warden of New College, D', Tho. 
Yates Principal of Brafnofe Coll. D'. Wale Blan- 
ford Warden of Wadham Coll, D'. Jo. Fell Deane 
of Ch. Church, D^ Rich. AUeftrie and D\ Jo, 
Dolben Canons, Mr. Joh. Houghton Sen, Fellow 
of Brafn. Coll. and many others. All which (fome 
of whomc were of the number of Vifitors or Com- 
miflioners, appointed by the King to vifit the Uni* 
verfitie an. 1660.) met the faid D'. Clayton in the 
Lodgings of D'. Yate at Brafnofe, and came thence 
by Oriel Coll. to Mcrton. 

At their appearance neare Corp. Chr. Coll. Gate, 
the Fellowes and Bachelaurs came downe from the 
aforcfaid Chambers, and ranked themfelves in the 
Gatehoufe next to the ftreet. The Fellowes names 
were thefe, viz. Rog. Brent, Edm. Dickenibn, 
Jofeph Harvey, Pet. Nicolls, Rob. Cripps, Nath. 
Sterry, Hen. Hurft and Rob. Whitehall. The 
Bachelaur Fellowes were thefe, viz. Georg. Ro- 
berts, Edw. Jones, Rich. Franklin, Jam. Work- 
man, Rob. Huntingdon, Edw. Turner and Joh, 
Powell. All thsfe had not long flood in the Gate- 
houfe, but 5'* Tho. Clayton and his Company came 

in 
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in at the Wicket (for the common Gates were not 

fct open ) and going ftraight forward towards the 

die Hall (he putting off his hat to the Fdlowes as 

he paflcd by) D'. Edm. Dickenfon, one of the 

Fellowcs, went after him, pluckt him by the Sleeve, 

and faid, 5^ TbomaSy the Gateboufe is the ufual Place 

§f Rectptim. When he heard this, he beckncd to 

the Vicechancellour and the Bifhop, and told them 

they were to he received at the Gate. Upon this they 

returned back, and all ftood in the Gatehoufe, and 

when they were all placed, S'. Thomas asked, 

where Mr. Fifher the Subwarden was ? Mr. Bfcnt, 

die Senior Fellow, anfwer'd : S'j Mr. Subwarden 

keeps f bis Chamber ^ and is in his ufual courje of Phy- 1 "e ^^ 

fick^ fo that he hath appointed me at this time his time pur- 

Deputy. Then S'. Thomas replyed, that he came \l^ ^^i. 

for admiffon and poffeffton of the Wardenfhip of Mer^ ^a'ufchii 

ton Coll. Mr. Brent thereupon asked him, ^^^^f^Ji'^^^ 

was his Inftrument or Authority for it ? Then S'. not uader- 

Thomas calling his man, produced two black 

boxes, and in them two Inftruments, both with 

the Archbilhop's Scale to them, and putting them 

into the hands of Mr. John HoUoway, a Covetuous 

Civilian and public Notary, (father to Rich. Hol- 

loway, a Counfellour, and afterwards in the time 

of K. Jam. 2 a Judge) he read them both uncovered 

with a loud voice before the Company, and many 

odicrs from other Colleges, that by this time were 

gathered together, to fee the efFcft of the matter, 

lieing all exceeding wrath againft the unreafonable 

proceed- 
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proceedings •againfl: Clayton^ by fnatching the 
bread out of other folkes Mouthes. 

After the Inftruments were read, Mr. Brent dc- 
fir'd them **defir*d them", before they went any 
farther, to read a Paper, which he had in his 
Jiand, containing a Protefla^on in the name of all 
the FcUowes, under a public Notarie*s band, againft 
the Admiflion of S\ Tho. CJayton to the Wardcn- 
Ihip of Merton Coll. 

After Mr. Brent had read the Paper, Mr. Hbl- 
loway asked him, where was ibeir Inbibition ? 
(meaning an Inhibition from fome Court, to flop 
S'. Thomas's Proceedings ) at which Mr. Brent 
made a ftop, and looking wiftly upon the Fcl- 
lowes, they all replycd, they need no luhiiithn^ tiU 
they found Greivancey and that th€ public Notaries 
hand was fufficient far that time. Then replyed 
Holloway, your Protejiation is invalid and worth 
nothings and therefore they w.ouJd proceed. Then 
Holloway, according to the Forme, required of 
them Admiflion primo, fecundo^ tertio : which the 
Fellowes did all coragioufly denie, and fo imme- 
diatly withdrew thcmfelves, ^d went to their 
Chambers. 

After this S'. Thomas asked, where the Clerks 
were ? The Clerks thereupon appeared. He bad 
them call D'. Tho. Jones. D'. Jones was there- 
upon called, and came forthwith to him in the 
Gatchoufc. After fome whifpering paflcd between

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them, they drew down to the Warden's Lodgings, 
and finding the Dores faft fhut, HoUoway read the 
Idftruments againe bareheaded at the Dore or Gate 
kading into the faid Lodgings. Which being done, 
S', Thomas asked D'. Jones, where [the'\ Keys of 
tke Lodgings were ? he faid, the Subwarden had 
them. Then S'. Thomas defired Samuel Clerk, the 
Superior Beadle of Law, to go to the Subwarden, 
and demand of him the Keys. Mr. Clerk there- 
upon asked him, whether he Jhould goe in the Vice-- 
ehafueUour^s name^ or in his name ? S\ Tho. re- 
plyed, in the Archbijhop^s and King^s Commiffioners 
names. Clerk thereupon went, and foon after 
brought this Anfwer, that there were two Keyes of 
the JVarderfs Lodgings^ one that belonged to the War-- 
deHy which be (the Subwarden) had^ the other to the 
femor Deane^ which D^ Jones had lately ^ but when 
he went up to London tbey took it from him^ which is 
now layd up in the Exchequer. As for the Key which 
he hathy he faith^ he will not deliver it up but to the 
Warden when he is admitted. 

After S'. Thomas had received this Anfwer, he 
fcnt for M'. Brent the Deputy -Subwarden, and 
then Holloway asked him againe primo^ fecundo^ 
iertioy for poflcffion, but M'. Brent denied it. 
Then Holloway bid S'. Thomas lay his hand upon 
the Latch of the dore, leading into the Warden's 
Lodgings, which he did. Afterwards D\ Jones 
whifper'd S'. Thomas in the Eare, and then they 
went to the CoU, Chappell. In the way D'. Dicken- 
fon, who had more than once protefted againft 

what 
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what had been done at the Warden's dore, drew 
up to S'. Thomas, and told him, that wbai be and 
other Fellowes bad done at that time^ was not in con-- 
tempt of him or his per/on^ but to fave their Oaths 
and not break the Statutes &c. but his words were 
heard with fcornc by S\ Thomas, and fo Dicken- 
fon left him. 

S\ Thomas being entred with all his Cotnpany 
(except Fell, Dolbin and Alleftrie, who ran home 
to Prayers as foon as the Inftruments were read at 
the Gate) into the Chappell thro the South dore, 
the faid Inftruments were read againe neare the 
Warden's Seat. Which being done, Jones took 
S^ Thomas by the hand, and lifted him up into 
the Warden's Seat, and faid, that he, as one of 
offwordtto the fenior Fellows, did inftall him, or give him 
pofleflion as Warden. Afterwards rifing from his 
Seat, Jones took him by the hand, and repeated 
the Indudion or Admiflion, as HoUoway read it 
verbatim to him. After this was done, they all 
went out of the Chappell the fame way as they 
came in, and fo retired to their refpedlive homes. 

The Key of the Chappell they got thus, Robert 
Hanham, Under-Butler & Grome of Merton-CoU. 
having been employed by the Society, to carry 
letters to London to hinder S'. Thomas from com- 
ming in Warden of Merton College, did, that 
night on which S'. Thomas came from London, 
go to his Houfe in S. Aldate*s Parifh, oppofite to 
the Bull Inn, and humbly defired of him forgive- 
nefs for what he had done : which S'. Thomas ealily 

grant* 
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g«anting, Hanham laid downc before him the Key 
of the College Stable : whereupon D'. Jones, who 
was then there confulting with S'. Thomas what 
was to be done on Munday Morn, following, when 
be was to crave Admiflion, took it up, and told 
S\ Thomas privately, that thai Key would open the 
Cbappel dore^ in cafe he Jhould be denied entrance 
therein. Whereupon D'. Jones kept it, and made 
ufc of it when the Warden S'.Thomas went to take 
Pofleflion of his place, as before *tis told you. 

Afterwards the Fellows ufed all the Endeavours 
they could to hinder his admiffion and comming 
in among them, but all, it feems, was in vaine. 
The next Munday following, S'. Thomas fent word 
to the College, that he would come in by force. 
Whereupon the Fellows meeting together, caufed 
all the College Gates to be (hut both forward and 
backward, and fo they. kept them a fortnight or 3 
weeks, and caufed fome of the Bachelaurs to keep 
pofleflion of the Warden's Lodgings, At len[g]th 
the Appeale of the Fellowes being ftopt, and * that 
no Juftice could be done for them, nor have Right 
nor Law for their Money, they concluded, by the 
continual Interceflions of timorous Fijber^ to admit 
him. 

Friday^ S'i Thomas, with the Vicechanccllour,May -; 
ibme of the. King's Commiflioners, and ccrtaine 
Heads of Colleges, came a little before ic of the 
Clock in the Morning, and the College Gates being 
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fct wide open, and the Fellowes in the Gate-houfe^ 
M'. Filher the SubWarden did there fbrmallf, ac- 
cording to the manner and Statutes, admit hi'm t 
which being done, they all wenx to the Warden's 
Lodgings, and gave him Poffeflion : which being 
done alfo, they went up into the dining Rome, and 
there had a ihort banquet at the College chasrg. 
Which being all done by 3 quarters paft ten, the 
Fellowes went to the Letany. 

After S\ Thomas was admitted at the publick 
Gate, he fpcake a Speech according to theCuftoitne: 
the effeft of ^hich is regiftred. But whadbe^r 
was adled in this matter, which is at larg here fet 
downe, is not, nOr would he fuflfer any thing of it 
to be, regiftred ; which is the reafon that it is here 
committed to mcniory by A. W. who was prefent 
* throut all the tranfadions of the faid afiaire, and 
wrot all ihe particular^ downe, immediatly after 
they ^ere afted. 

While thefe things Vfere in doing, all the Uni- 
verfity and City were much concerned at them, as 
feveral pcbple elfwhere Were, All Seniors, that had 
known what Tho. Clayton had been, did look 
upon him, as the ttioft impudent Fellow in nature, 
to adventure upon fuch a Place, (the Wardenlhip 
of Merton Coll.) that had been held by eminent 
perfons. They knew well to have been a moft im- 
pudent and rude Fellow. They knew him to have 
been the very Lol-poop of the Univerfity, the 
common fubj€<5t of every Lampoon that was made

in the faid Univerfity, and a fellow of little or no 

religiony only for Forme-fake. They knew alfo, 

that he had been a molt lafcivious perfon, a great 

Haunter of Women's Company and a common 

Fornicator. Alfo, that he had fided with the times 

after the grand Rebellion broke out in 1642, by 

taking the Covenant, fubmitting to the Vifitors in 

1648, by uking the Engagement, ^nd afterwards 

the Oaths to be true and faithfull to Prince Oliver 

and Prince Richard, otherwife he could never have 

kept his Profeflbrihip of Phyfick in the Univerfi- 

ticy as he did, from 1647 to his Majeftie's (K. ( 

Cb. a.) Reftoration and after. In fine, all people 

were ftrangly furpris'd and amafed, to behold fuch 

unworthy things done after his Majeftie's Reftora- 

don, when then they thought that nothing but 

Juftice (hould have taken place, and Royallifts 

prefer'd. But as I have told you before, D'. Juxon, 

Archb. of Canterbury, being overpres*d by S'.Ch. 

Couerel, and weary of his Solicitations in behalf 

of Clayton, he fealed his Inftruments, without any 

more adoc, for quietnefs fake, he himfelf being a 

very quiet man, tho he knew well what Clayton 

had been. The Fellows of Merton Coll. did ufually 

iky, in the hearing of A. W. that as the College 

was diflblv'd in the time of the grand Rebellion, 

fi> *cwas no matter to them, if it was diilblv'd 

ag^ne, rather than Tom Clayton ftiould be War* 

den thereof. 

X 2 Now 
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Now let's proceed. All thcfe things being done, 
I think it fit at this time, that wee (hould take iniD 
confideration the author of all this Mifchief, (Tho. 
Jones) and then what Mifchief befell the Co]Iq;e, 
in having a Stranger fo unreafonably thruft upon 
them. 

D'. Tho. Jones therefore being thought lihc fit* 
teft Inftrument for Clayton tocompafs hisDefignes, 
and efpecially for this reafon, that he was ambi- 
tious, difcontented, coretous and deftitute of pre- 
ierment, told him, that if he would diflent from 
the Fellows, and name him wirii the reft to be 
Warden, he would endeavour by all meanes ima- 
ginable to requite him for it, either hj gratuity, 
preferment or other wayes. This was feconded by 
Th. Barlow of Queen's, who had firft began to be 
tampering with him and draw him on in this pieoe 
of Roguery. He (Clayton*) told Jones, that he 
could eaflly prefer him thro the Endeavours of his 
brother in law S\ Charles Cottercl, Mr. of the Ce- 
-remonies : and if that took no efFedt, he would 
after feme ycarcs refigne his Wardenfhip, and by 
Friends get him to fuccecd him.

bcfere told you. But when Gayton wks feded m 
hk^place, and Jones fully faw, that he negleiSted 
him, and made him only a ftomghome (for the 
traih is Clayton was faUe, mealie mouthed and 
poore f[Hrited} and that alfe the FeHows andothei^ 
if the junior Party did defpife him, and 100^*4 
tpon him as an errant knave, he in great difeon^- 
mt rcsdr'd, kept his Chamber, and never came 
MO the Company of ay perfbn in the C(^. or Otit 
of the Coll. ib that foon after heing pofleft with a 
dt^ Melancholy, which his ftiength and renSsh 
oould not wearc away, without charg to hrniftlf s 
he fell, as 'tweK, downe right mad, not raving'9 
but idle and frandck, as it ap^res by theTe pdl 
Biges. (i) By hSs w^Jking on the Mount in the 
CeUeg^ Garden, very betimes in a Mormng» at 
which dme he fancied Birds to ftutter about hh 
bead, and therefore he wouM be wavmg his af mes 
and hat to beep them off! (2) By going oftentimes 
wefj unfeafbnably to the Warden's Lodgings, and 
Iherecoort and embrace one M'*'. -* - --^ Wood^ 
rfldng her at the fame time, whether the Lord 
ChenoeHbur(Hyde) was not then behind theHang- 
9g^f (3) By going once, if not twice, betimes 
k the Morning to the Chamber of Mr. Pet.Nicolls, 
of the Fellows, to get him to go with him to 

take 
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take poileflion of the Warden's Lodgings faD[c]f« 
iog himfelf to be Warden. (4) By walking oftca 
in the Warden's Gallery, fuppofing himfelf to be 
Warden, &f. with many other ridiculous matters, 
not now to be named ; which (hew, that the man 
wanted fleep, and that he was blinded with Ambi- 
tion and Covetuouihefs. 

At length, upon fome perfwafion, he went to 
London an. 1662-3. or thereabouts, and by the 
favour of fome people (of whom Arnold a Civilian 
and College Tenant was one) he got a Chamber in 
Doctors Commons, endeavouring to get pradice 
there among the Civilians. But at length being 
found to be craz'd, had little or no employment. 
Afterwards taking a Lodging in great Woodftreet 
in that City, remained there in great Difcontent 
till the great Plague raged, and then by the juft 
hand of God being overtaken by that Difeafe, he 
was cut off from the Living in the latter End of 
Sept. or beginning of Odob. ^^.i 665, being a juft 
reward for a knave and a rogue. 

Now for the Mifchief that befel Mert. C61L by 
having a married ftranger thruft upon them, will 
appeare by that which followes. But befcNre I 
proceed to the particulars, I muft tell you, that 
Clayton being fully pofTeft at his firft comming in 
Warden, that the Fellowcs were all his Enemies, 
and that they endeavoured to conceale the College- 
Treafure from him, and not let him know the worth 
of his place, as it was often buz'd into his Head 
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by his Flatterers (among whome D'. Th. Barlow 
muft not be [fbrjgptten, D'. Jones alio, and an* 
other of inferior note named John Hafelwood, a 
proud, ftarch'd, formal and fycophantizing Clifter- 
pipe, who was the Apothecary to Clayton when he 
pradiced Phyfick) he took all occalions imaginable 
CO lay out Money, fpend and imbezile, and this 
ibrfooth was done upon the information of thofe 
perfons, that wbatfoei^er the Warden disburfesfar bit 
0wne ufi^ the College mufi defray. 

Firft therefore, he and his Family, moft of them 
Women-kind (which before were look'd upon, if 
ffefident in the College, a Scandall and an Abomi- 
fiation thereunto) being no fooner fetled, but a 
great Diflike was taken by the Lady Clayton to the 
Wsyidcn's (landing Goods, namely Chaires, Stooles, 
Tables, Chimney -Furniture, the Furniture be* 
longing to the Kitchm, Scullery, iSc. all which 
was well liked by D'. Goddard, Brent, Savile, iSc. 
Thefe, I fay, being difliked by that proud Wo- 
man, becaufe, forfooth, the faid Goods were out 
of Fafliion, muft be all changed and alter'd, to the 
gitat expence of the College. 

Secondly, the Warden's Garden muft be alter'd, 
new Trees planted. Arbours made, Rootes of choice R«>te« ^ 
diEiwers bought, &r. All which tho unneceftary, whl^'coft 
ytt riie poore Coll. muft pay for them, and all this \ ^t. 
to pleafe a Woman. Not content with thefe mat- 
ters, there muft be a new Summer-Houfe built at 
tite South-End of the Warden's Garden, wherein 
her Ladyfbip and her GoIIips may take their plea- 

fure. 
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fure, and any Eves-Droppcr of the Familf may 
harken what any of the Fellows (hould accident* 
ally talk of in the paflage to their owne Garden. 
And tho the Warden (Clayton) told the Society^ 
that it would not coft the College above 20^. yet 
when it was finiOi'd there was an loo^. paid for it 
by the Burfar, wanting fome few (hillings. This 
work was thought unneceflary by many perfbns^ 
becaufe it joyned almoft to the Long Gallery^ the 
Larg Bay -Window whereof at it's South-End af- 
fords a better profped, than that of the Summcr- 
Houfe. 

Thirdly, by enlarging the Expences in the Stable 
much more than any of his Predeceflbrs. For tho 
S'. Nath. Brent did keep four Coach-Horfes, yet 
he was often abfent. But Sir Thomas tho he be 
often abfent, yet two of his Coach-Horfes (befides 
Saddle -Nags) were alwaies in the Stable. Farther 
alfo, whereas the former Wardens would take but 
ten or twelve Load of Hay out of Haly well Meads 
(which belong to the Coll. and are in the Tenure 
of a 1 enant) yet this doughty Knight did take up 
34 Load at Icaft. And tho he ufcd it not half, yet 
at the Yeare*s End he did, like a Curr-Mudgin, 
fell it, and put the Money in his purfe. 

Fourthly, by burdning his Accompts with fri- 
volous Expences, to pleafure his proud Lady, as 
(i) For a Key to the Lock of the Ladies Seat in 
St. Marie's Church, to which (he would commonly 
reibrt. ( 2 ) for Shoes and other things for the 
Foot-Boy. 

Fiftly, 
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fiftly, by burning in one yeare threefcorc pounds 
worth of the choiceft Billet that could be had, not 
only in all his Roomes, but in the Kitchin among 
hit Servants; without any regard had to CoIe> 
which ufually ( to fave Charges ) is burnt in Kit- 
chins, and fomtimes alfo in Parlours. 

Sixthly^ by encroaching upon, and taking away 
the Rooms belonging to the Fellows, One Inftance 
take far all. Mn Fifher quitted his Lodgings (viz. 
in upper Chamber with 3 Studies, and a lower 
Cbamber with as many, in the great Quadrangle) 
iajulj an. 1665, upon notice that the King and 
Queen would fhortly come to Oxon. there to take 
1;^ their Winter-Quarters till towards the Spring. 
When the K. and Qu. came, which was about 
Michaelmas following, M'^*. Franc. Stuart, one of 
the Maids of honour (afterwards Duchefs of Rich- 
mood) took pofTeflion of thofe Lodgings, and • 
there continued till Fcbr. following ; at which time 
the Queen, who lodged in the Warden's Lodgings, 
went to Weftminfter, and M'*\ Stuart with her, 
ynd then Mr. Fi(her*s Lodgings laid empty for 
fome time. At length the Warden finding, that 
the lower Chambers of the faid Lodgings were 
ooQVcnient for him, becaufe they joyned on the 
South fide to his Park)ur, and therefore they would 
make a dainty Retiring Room, or at leaft an Inner 
Parkur, he did, by egregious Flattery with fome 
ef the FeUowes, particularly with Mr. Sterry, 
hf inviting him and th^m often to his Lodgings, 

Y •did 
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• did get their Confents fo farr, as when it was pro- 
pofed at a Meeting of the Society, to have tl» 
faid Rooms granted for his ufe, it was done con- 
ditionally, that the lower Chamber, joyning to the 
Bay -Tree, in the firft Quadrangle, which did be- 
long to the Warden, may henceforth be allowed 
to that Fellow, which (hould hereafter come into 
that Chamber over thofe lower Rooms that were 
allowed for the Warden's ufe. This being granted, 
the Warden broke a dore thro the Wall that parts 
his Parlour from the faid lower Romes, and makes 
them fit for ufe, at his owne, and not at the Col- 
lege, charge ; and they yet remaine for the War- 
den's ufe : whereby the bcft Lodgings in the Col- 
lege, which ufually belonged [to] the Senior Fel- 
low, were fevered and fpoyl'd ; and all this to 
pleafe a proud and filly Woman. But afterwards 
• when Mr. Stcrry faw, that he was made a (hoing- 
horne to fcrve the Warden's turne, (for afterwards 
he difus'd his company, and never invited him to 
his Lodgings as formerly, only at Chriftmas, when 
the whole Society ufcd to dine there) he became 
his Enemy, repented of what he had done before 
the Society, and blamed his owne weaknefs much, 
to be fo much impofed upon, as he had been, by 
the moft falfe and perfidious Warden. 

Sevently, by his going to Law with the Citic 
of Oxon. concerning certaine Liberties in Haly- 
wcU ncare the faid Citie, (the Mannour of which

bdongeth 
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belongeth to Merton Coll.) an. 1666. For the 
doing of which tho, with much adoe, he got the 
confent of the Fellowes^ yet going inconlideratly 
on, and not taking the Counfell of old Charles 
HoUoway, Serjeant at Law, the College was caft 
and much endamaged. And A. W. doth well re- 
member, that the Citizens infulted fo much, when 
ihcy overcame the Coll in their fute, which was 
tried in Weftminfter halJ, that in their rcturnc 
from London, the Mayor, or chief Officers of the 
City, did ride into Oxon. triumphantly thro Haly- 
well, to take, as it were, pofleffion of the Liber- 
ties, that they had obtained therein. And one 

Chilmead, as he remembers, who had 

been one of the Bel-men of the City, but then li- 
ving as an Under-Tenant in Haly well, did in their 
paflage prefent them with Wine and Ale, while 
the Parifli Bells rang for joy, occafion^d, as 'twas 
fuppofed, by the faid Chilmead. 

In all thefe unreafonable proceedings, Jofeph 
Harvey, one of the Fellowes, did conftantly op- 
pofc the Warden, and had there been more Har- 
veys (for he was a man of a high and undaunted 
fpirit) they would have curbed his proceedings fo 
much, that they would have made him weary of 
the place; but moft of them (the Fellowes) being 
fneaking and obnoxious, they did run rather with 
the temper of the Warden, than ftand againft him^ 
meerly to keep themfclves in and enjoy their com^ 
fbrtable imponances.

And now by this tirtic the ^Qdkge wat am es- 
ceedingly into debt, and how to pay it the Sociecy 
knew not. At length, upon confuludon, the So- 
ciety addrefs'd themfelves to theirPatron, the Ard^ 
bi(hop of Canterbury (Sheldon) an. 1671, befiue 
whom they made it plainly to appeare, that, bf 
the Warden's meanes, the Coll. was run into debc, 
and that, by comparing his Accompts wifih tbc 
Accompts of thofe of S'. Nath. Brent, he bad 
fpent a thoufand pound more than the faid S'. Nap 
thaniel, for the Yeares behind, fince he had been 
Warden, (^c. The Warden S'. Thomas is there* 
fore chid and reprehended by the Archbilhop ; 
which was all the remedy that they could get, and 
an order was then made, that the College fhould 
pay the Debt, and not the Warden ; which was 
then look'd upon as a mod unreafonable thing. 
But there was falfnefs in the matter ; for he that 
E. D. had for 7 yeares fpoken againft the * Wardin and 
his Proceedings, and was an Enemy to him, the 
Warden did, by his ufual Flatteries, gain him for 
a time, colloguM together, ind work'd their ends 
fo much, that they found means, that the College 
fhould pay the Debt : which being done, he flight- 
ed him.*

Notwithftanding all thcfc things, yet the War-* 
^en, by the Motion of his tady, did put the Col- 
lege to unneceflfary Charges, and very frivolous 
Expences, among which were a very larg Looking*^ 
Gkfs, for her to fee her ugly face, and body to 
the middle, and perhaps lower, which was bought 
in Hilary Tcrmc 1674, and coft, as the Burfar 
told me, above 10^'. A bedfteed and Bedding 
worth 40^. muft alfo be bought, becaufe the for- 
mer Bedftede and Bedding was too fhort for him 
(he being a tall man) fo perhaps when a Ihort War- 
den cdtnes, a (hort bed muft be bought. As his 
bed was too fhort, {q the wicket of the Common 
Gate entring into the ColJ. was too low, therefore 
that was made higher in 1676, in the month of 
Auguft. The faid Burfar G. Roberts hath fcvcral 
times told me, that either he the Warden, or his 



Coll. fince he might have treated the Dr. as freely under that 
Jkrticlcy in the Year 1664, as he has pointed him out here.

He told me 
alfo, that there was no Terrier taken of the Goods 
he had, which were bought at the College charg) 
and therefore they did carry many of them, efpe- 
cially the Looking Glafs, to their Country Seat, 
called tbe Facbj in Chalfont Parifh neare Wycomb 
in Bucks, which S\ Tho. Clayton had bought of 
the Duke of York, who had received the faid Man- 
nour from the King, fallen unto him by the At- 
tainder of Georg Fleetwood, Efqj. one that fate 
in judgment on K. Ch. I. 
Jiin. S9. A. W, was ar Sandford * neare Oxon. in the 
Houfe of Joh.

Ogle, fc?f. were at a Cook's 
houfe, at the figne of the Cock in Bow-ftreet neare 
Covent-Garden, within the Libertie of Weftmin- 
fter -, and being all inflamM with ftrong Liquors, 
they went into the Balcony, joy ning to their Cham- 
ber-Window, and putting downe their Breeches, 
they excrementized in the Street. Which being 
done, Sedley ftripped himfelf naked, and with 
Eloquence preached Blafphemy to the People. 
Whereupon a Riot being raifed, the people be- 
came very clamourous, and would have forced the 
Dore, next to the Street, open ; but being hind- 
red, the Preacher and his Company were pelted 
A a 2 into^ 
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into their Rome or Chamber, and the Windowi 
belonging thereunto were broken. 

This Frollick being foon fpread abroad, efpe« 
cially by the fanatical Party, who aggravated it to 
the utmoft, by making it the moft fcandalous 
thing in nature, and nothing more reproachful tb 
Religion than that, the faid Company were Aim* 
moned to the Court of Juftice in Weftminfter hall, 
where being indifted of a Riot before S'. Rob. 
Hyde, Lord Ch. Juftice of the Common Pleas, 
were all fined, and S'. Char. Sedley being fined 
50o/^ he made anfwer, that he thought he was the 
firftlman that paid for (biting. S'. Rob. Hyde ask* 
ed him, whether he ever read the book, called. 
The Compkat Gentleman &c ? to which S'. Charles 
made Anfwcr, that, fet afide bis Lord/hip^ be bad 
• read more books tban bimfelf^ &c. The day of pay- 
ment being appointed, S'. Charles dcfircd Mr. Hen. 
Killigrcw and another Gent, to apply themfelves 
to his Majeftie, to get it off, but inftead of that, 
they beg*d the faid fum of his Majeftie, and would 
not abate S^ Charles two pence of the Money. 
Afterwards S'. Charles taking up, and growing 
vtTj ferious, he was chofen a Recruiter for that 
long Parliament, which began 8 May 1661. and 
was diflblved in the latter End of 1678. This 
Memoir is here fet downe, becaufe A.W. had Ibme 
acquaintance with Sir Ch. Sedley, and afterwards 
fome acquaintance with Charles L*.

They went 
to the Tower dire&ly thro the City, then lying in 
ruins, (occafion'd by the grand Conflagration that 
hapned in 1666) but by his meeting with feveral 
Citizens, and prating with them, it was about 10 
of the clock before they could come to the fame 
place.

This Leiger-book, written in Parchment^ 
containes the Evidences and other Matters con* 
cerning the Lands, pertaining to the Lords of Bor* 
ftall, lying at Borftall, and in Bucks, and Oxfbrd- 
fhire, and was made and written by the care of 
Edm. Rede, Efq-,. Lord of the Mannor of Bor- 
ftall, temp. H. 6. In the beginning of this book 
is reprefenced in Colours the Mannour Houfe of 
Borftall, with a Moat round it, and the Lord of 
the Mannour (Johannes filitis Nigelli) iffuing out of 
his houfe to meet a certain King and his retinew. 
And at fome diftance from the Houfe the Lord 
kneels downe to the King, and prefeiits him with 
a Boare's Head on the top of a fword or (peare« 
This, as the Tradition of the Family goeth, is an 
AUufion to the Cuftome of the MannOur (Borftall) 
to prcfent the King with a Boare's head, becaufe 
the faid Mannour was in antient time, when 'twas 
wooddy, a Stall or Den for wild Boares. 

Between 9 and 10 of the clock at night, being 
an hour or two after fupper, there was feen by 
them M. H. and A, W, and thofe of the Family 
of Borftall, a Draco volans fall from the sky. It 
made the place fo light for a time, that a man 
might fee to read. It feemed to A. W. to be as 
long as AUfaints fteeple in Oxon. being long and 
narrow ; and when it came to the Lower Region,

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it vanifhcd into Sparkles, and, as fome fay, gave 
a Report. Great Raines and Inundations followed 
fc?r. 

M. Hutton and A, W. walked from Borftall to 18. 
fee fome Churches, and what of matter of Anti- 
quity wee could find in them, and about 12 of the 
clock they arrived at Notley, in the Parilh of 
Long-Crendon in Bucks, to fee the Ruins of the 
Abbey there, originally built for Black Canons. 
Mr. Norris Lenton, the Owner of it (from the 
Family of the Lord Norris) was an antient Bache- 
laur, and had formerly been a great Traveller, and 
being a perfon of good breeding and a Scholar, 
he receiv*d them with great Curtefie. They met 
there Capt Sanders of Hadnam, and af- 
ter Dinner they viewed the Ruins, which (hew'd 
that it had been a (lately place, and therefore the 
ipeftacle was more fad 6?r. In one of the Win- 
dows of a lower Roome were the Armes of Staf- 
ford, Duke of Bucks. When A. W. went to 
School at Thame, he ufually retired to this place 
to gather Nuts, having been then great plenty, 
auid more in antient time, which caufed it to be 
called Nutleyy that is, the place of Nuts.

A.W. went to London in the Flying- Coach, Aug. 244 
having before been nominated by the Prodors one 
of the 12 Matters of Arts, to attend the Solem- 
nity of the Inftallation of James Duke of Or- 
monde to the Chancellourlhip of the Univeriitie 
of Oxon. 

A. W. went about 8 of the clock in the Morn- 25. 
ing by Whitehall towards S'. John Cotton's Houfe 
nearc Weftminftcr-hall, to borrow fome MSS. from 
his Library, to carry on the grand work of the 
Hift. and Antiq. of the Univ. of Oxon. He met 
ncare Whitehall Gate with D'. Job. Fell, D'. Rich. 
Alleftrie, D'. Tho. Yatc, 6ff. comming from . 
Prayers, as it feems, at Whitehall, who told him, 
that at 12 of the clock of the faid Day, he was to 
meet the Oxford Scholars then in London, to dine 
with his Grace the Archb. of Canterbury (Sheldon) 
at Lambeth. They told him then, that if he met 
by chance with any Oxford Doftors or Mafters, 
between that rime and 12 of the Clock, he (hould 
tell them of it, which he did.

♦ Hugh Paulin, or Sercnus Crcffcy, the Son of Hugh 
Crefley « Counfellor of Lincoln's Inn, wis born at Wakefield 
in Yorklhire» A. D. 1605. Having received the firft Part of 
kit Educition in his Native Country, he became a Member 
of the Univerlity of Oxford, and after taking the Degree of 
B. A. was made Fellow of Merton College. Soon after he 
became Chaplain to Thomas Lord Wentworth with whom he 
llTcd fome Years. About the Year 1638 he went to Ireland 
with Luciat Gary Lord Vifcount Falkland, by whofe Intereft 
he wsa, ia 1642, promoted to a Canonry of Windfor, and 
to the Deanery of Laughlin in Ireland, but, through the 
IKfturbances of the Times, never obtained the PofTefGon of 
either. After th« unfortunate Death of his Patron, being, in 
a manner, deftitute of Subfiftence, he accepted a Propofal of 
traveling with Charles Bertie, Efq; aftcr^vards Earl of Fal- 
mouth. In his Tour through Italy with his Pupil, moved by 
the declining State of the Church of England, he began to 
ItAen to the Perfuafion of the Romilh Divines, and in the 
Yeu 1646 made a public Profeflion at Rome of his being re- 
conciled to thtt Church. He went from thence to Paris and 
d^re paUiihed the Motives of hit Converilon. After this

to Qu. Catherine. 

Thence he was conduced by Will. Rogers of 
Line.

Step^ he was enclined to enter into the Monaftery of Englifli 
Carthufians at Newport in Flanden, but being ^fliuded by 
his Friends^ he was recommended to Henrietta Maria Queen 
Dowager of England, and taken under her ProteAion, and 
refolving to retire to the College of Benediffine Monks at 
Douay» her Majefty gare him one hundred Crowns towards 
the Expeace of his Journey, which ihe could but ill fpare. 
Here he entered into the Order, and, on that Occafion chan* 
ged the Name of Hugh Paulin for that of Serenus de Crefley. 
After the Reftoration, Queen Catherine appointed him her 
Chaplain, and thence forward he refided in Somerfet Houfe 
In the Strand. The great Regularity of his Life, and the 
Care he took to avoid all concern in Political Affairs preicrved 
him in Quiet and Safety in the mod troublefome time. But he 
was a zealous Champion for the Church of Rome, and dif* 
tinguifhed himi'elf by many Performances written in her 
Caufe, to which proper Anfwers were given by feveral emi- 
nent Proteftant Divines. At length, growing in Years, he 
fought for Peace in a quiet Retirement in the Houfe of Ri- 
chard Caryll, Efq; at Eaft Grinftead in Suflez, and dybg 
upon the lo. of Aug. 1674, being near 70 Years ojd, was 
buried in the Parifh Church there.

He wad 
well verfed in School Divinity, and in Ecclefiaflical and 
profane Hiftory. He was a Perfon of a free Difcourfe, of a 
Tivacions and quick Countenance, but Crefley was rcferved 
and of a melancholy Turn. Francis St, Clara, a/iaj Hunt, 
aliaj Coventry (for he went by all thefe Names] died in Lon- 
don, May 31. 1680. and was buried in the Church belong. 
ing to the Savoy. It ^vas his dcfire, many Years before his 
Death, to retire to Oxon to die, purpofely that his Bones 
might be laid in St. Ebb's Church (to which the Manfion of 
the Francifcans or grey Friars fometimcs joyncd, and in 
which fcvcral of the Brethren were anciently interred) par- 
ticularly by thofc of his Old Friend John Day, a learned 
Friar of his Order, who was there buried, an.

1578, and became a Member of Magdalen 
Hall in 1595. His Tutor leaving the Hall, he put himfelf 
under the Care of Mr. GofFe of Magdalen College, by whofe 
Inllruflion he profited fo much in Godly £xercifes, as to be 
greatly efteemed and preferred by the Puritanical Party. In 
1 646, he was one of the fix Miniflers appointed to preach 
the Scholars into Obedience to the Parliament, and in the 
Year following was made one of the Viiitors of the Univer- 
fity, Doftor in Divinity and Prcfidcnt of Trinity College in 
the Room of Dr. Hannibal Potter cjedlcd from his Headihip.

Thefe pious Reformers feemed to have been, in one refpe£l» 
endued with a Prophetical Spirit, and to have forteold the 
Rcftoraiion of the right Owners of their ufurped Stations. 

Accordingly 
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t^ovft was A. W put to a great deal of trouble 
to unravel his Hiftorie, and make it fit for a Latin 
Tranflation. ( i ) He was to take feveral Journeys 
to LoTndon, and elfewhere, to recover the Copies 
of Charters, Bulls and other matters, from the 
Tower and S^ Joh. Cotton's Library. (2) He was 
to runn over all his Englilh Copie, to dircft the 
Tranflator where, and what fpace to leave for the 
(aid Charters, (^c. and whatfoever was to be re- 
prcfcnted in Italick Charafter; which done, he 
was to enter them into the Tranflation, with his 
owne hand. (3) He was alfo to put all the Quo^ 
tations and Marginal Notes with his owne hand. 
(4) He was to correft every (heet as it came from 
the prefs, and if the Tranflator did omit any, he 
was to fupply it. 



Accordingly they made good Ufc of their Time, and taking 
exorbitant Fines for Renewals of College Edates, almoil fold 
oat the whole intereft of the College in fuch Eftates : In Con- 
feqnence of which, after the Rclloration, the Tenant, on 
Appeal, gained a Decree in Chancery againft the College. 

Trinity College has reafon to lament a Tranfaftion of this 
Sort, which happened during the Government of Dr. Harris.

came home, and then he would fend it by the 
Carrier, which he did.

Caterpillar bad eat up tbe Cabbage. 

Motber George was a very ancient Dame, living in Black- 
Bcy Lane, which leads from the north End of St. Giles's, to 
Riits and Mice Hill: The pcrfcfl ufe of all her Faculties, at 
the Age of one Hundred and Twenty Years, occaiioned a 
great Rcfort of Company to her Houfe. It was her Cuftom to 
ihica^^a very line Needle, without the Help of Spedlaclcs, 
and io prcfcnt it to her Guells, who, in return, gave her fome 
GrttuitT towards her Support.

Some of the 
later being at a Tavern^ on the lo of Feb. 13549 broke the 
Landlord's Head with a Veflel in Which he had ferved them 
with bad Wine. The Man immediately got together a num- 
ber of his Neighbours and Fellow Citizens, who htringlong 
waited for fuch an Opportunity » fell upon the Students, and 
in fpite of the Mandates of the Chancellor and even the 
King himfeify who was then at Woodilock, continued their 
Outrages for feveral Days, not only killing or wounding the 
Scholars, but, in Contempt of the Sacerdoul Order, de- 
ftroying all the Religions CrofTes in the Town. For which 
Offences the King deprived the City of many valuable Pri^ 
vilcdges, and bellowed them on the Univeriity, and the Bi- 
fhop of Lincoln forbid the Adminiflration of the Sacraments 
to the Citizens. In the following Year, they petitioned for 
a Mitigation of this Sentence, but without Succefs ; but in 
1357, a total abrogation of it was granted upon Condition 
that the City fhould annually celebrate on St. Scholaftica's 
Day, Feb. 10. a Number of Maifes for the Souls of the 
Scholars killed in the Conflid ; the Mayor and Bailiffs with 
fixty of the chief BurgefTes being bound alfo to fwear, at St. 
Mary's Church, Obfervance of the cuftomary Rights of the 
Univeriity, under the Penalty of 100 Marks, in Cafe of Omif- 
fion of this Ceremony. And it was further ordered, that the 
faid Citizens fhould, after Mafs, offer up iingly at the high 
Altar one penny, of which fourty pence were to be diftri- 
buted to poor Scholars and the remaining to the Curate of St. 
Mary's. This Off*cring being omitted, upon pretence that 
MalTcs were abolifhed, the Univeriity, in Queen Elizabeth*! 
Reign, fucd them for the Sum of 1 500 Marks due for fuch 
Ncgled during 1 5 Years ; when it was decreed that inftead

Educated in Juvenile and Grammatical Learn- 
ing in his Father's Houfc, under Woodhop 

the Prieft of the Houfe — • At 19 Years of Age, 
in the beginning of the Civil Wars of England, he 
went to travel into France and Italy, faw feveral 
Cities there, but made Rome his Head Quarters—. 
After he had fpent 4. Years, he returned, the War 
in Eng^nd being then ceafed, and took to Wife 
Henrietta Maria Savage, Daughter of the Lord 
Savage about 1647. who, tho' a tall, proper and 
handfeme Woman, yet Ihe proved not a good 
Wife to him, as being lavifli and improvident, to 
to die diminifliing of his Eftate. But having no 
Children by her, and (o confequently not fo much 
involved in the Cares of the World as thofe that 
have, he followed and endeavoured to promote his 
Genie to the Study of Heraldrie and Antiquities, 
and beftowed a confiderable Time in collecting the 
Monuments thereof and gathering together by 
writing feveral Genealogies of the Noble Men of 
England. At length, his laid Lady dying 1663, 
he fpared not any Money to fet up a ftanding U- 
brtry in his Houfe at Wefton. — In 1667, he 
travelled again to Rome, where chiefly (pending 
2 Years at leaft, he furnifhed himfelf with many 
choice Books, as alio with Medals and Coins, for 
the fetting up a Clofet of Rarities. — - After his 
Return, /In. 1670, John Vincent, Son of Aug. 

Vincent, 
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VinceAC, (bmedmcs Windibre Herald, and both 
wcdlcnt Genealogifts^ (which John Mr. Sheldon 
had for fe^reral Years allowed a yearly Penfion to 
encourage his Works) being at that time deep in 
a Dropfie, was advertized that he (hould leave all 
his MSS. and Pedigrees to the faid Mr. Sheldon, 
who would pay his Debts thereupon, and relieve 
feveral of his Books that were then pawned for 
Ale. Whereupon, his Will being made and all 
left to him, to the Number of 240 MSS. at leaft, 
befides many Rolls containing Pedigrees, Mr. Shel- 
doa conveyed them to Wefton, which made a con* 
fiderable Addition to his Library. — Afterwards, 
buying more printed Books, and fome MSS. when 
he could lay hands on them, he canoe to be ac* 
quainted with A. ^ W. of Oxon. who, by Mr.
